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MONETARY SYSTEM OF THE ARGENTINE REPUBLIC 



The monetary system of the Argentine Republic is theoretically on 
a gold monometallic basis, the unit being the "peso oro" (gold $) weigh- 
ing 1.6129 grams at the rate of o| 10 of fine gold. The "peso oro" is di- 
vided into 100 "centavos" and according to the monetary law of the 5th. 
November 1881, creating this unit, only 5 and 2 Vi pesos oro coins, deno- 
minated "Argentino" and "half Argentino" respectively, can be coined. 

Foreign coins have legal currency in the country at the following 
fixed rates, which coincide with the intrinsic par value of the various coins:

All kinds of transactions with foreign countries are generally made 
on the basis of the "peso oro" or of foreign coin. 

As a rule neither foreign coins nor Argentine Gold $ are used for 
payments in this country. Practically the only currency in circulation is 
the paper money called "peso papel" or "peso moneda nacional de curso 
legal" represented by State notes, which, according to law, are unlimited 
legal tender. 

The legal value of the "peso papel" represents 44 "centavos" gold, 
which rate has been fixed by the Law N* 3871 of 4th. November 1899, the 
promoter of which was our late President Mr. Ernesto Tornquist. 

Argentina owes to this most beneficial law a great part of its pre- 
sent prosperity, as it has eliminated the fluctuations in the value of paper 
money, thus giving complete stability to the paper currency. 

The official institution called the "Caja de Conversion" issues and 
(Telivers to all who may demand it, paper notes in the proportion of one 
"peso" paper for 44 "centavos" gold and also delivers the gold received, 
in the same proportion, for paper notes; (by virtue of laws Nos. 9481 of 
9th August 1914 and 9506 of 30th September 1914 — called emergency laws 
— the delivery of gold against paper money has been temporarily suspended).

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INTRODUCTION 

If the economic importance of a people is to be measured by its 
progress, then the Argentine Republic is one of the countries pre- 
senting the greatest economic potency. Its devolopment in the last fifty 
years demonstrates that its soil, its race, its ideals, its social, political 
and economic organization will make it, within a few years, one of the 
powerful nations of the Earth. 

Few States possess a territorial patrimony like that of Argentina, 
with all the climatic and all the physical conditions required to meet the 
necessities of a civilized people. Within its frontiers every climate is 
met with, from the most calid to the coldest. It has large mountain ran- 
ges which contain incalculable wealth, and immense fertile plains, ideal 
for agriculture and cattle - raising ; an extensive maritime coast, vast na- 
vigable rivers, and great water-falls which before long, will prove to 
be our "white coal", as is already indicated by some of the projects at 
present under study. 

In the middle of the last century, its three hundred million hec- 
tares were peopled by but one million inhabitants. Fifty years ago, its 
population was 1.787.000. Twenty -six years later (1895), it had 
4.000.000, and to-day, the figure is 8.400.000. Everything justifies 
the presumption that within another fifty years it will have a popula- 
tion of over 40.000.000 human beings, of a high type, — as is the case 
to-day — of European origin, selected by virtue of capacity for effort 
and imbued with ideals of the highest progress and well-being. 

The National patrimony, according to authoritative calculations, 
shows a "per capita" figure not attained by any other country, and it 
is more than keeping pace with the already rapid growth of the po- 
pulation. 

The possibilities held out to work and to enterprise are to-day, 
and will be for many years to come, almost unlimited in Argentina. 
All that is necessary is the harmonious and co-ordinated development of 
the elements which go to constitute its production and its industries — 
labour, capital, spirit of enterprise, National organization, technical 
knowledge, good administration, education and Justice. It is unthinka- 
ble that it should not be able to maintain, in all these manifestations, for 
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many years yet, the rhythm of the ever-increasing progress of the last 
five decades, and even to accelerate it. 

Argentina's agricultural and pastoral production has an assured 
market for many years to come. The transformation of many of its 
raw materials is a matter of the immediate future : many industries could 
attain prosperity counting only upon the home market and those of neigh- 
bouring countries. Others, within a few years, could obtain good mar- 
kets abroad. In the matter of transport also, both land and maritime, 
the country holds out great prospects to enterprise. 

Amongst the important immediate possibilities may be cited the uti- 
lization of fibre — of which the supply is abundant — in the manufacture 
of sacking ; vegetable oils ; cotton ; wood-pulp ; woollen and cotton yarns, 
the production of which is capable of reaching great proportions ; glu- 
cose, and the ceramic and many other industries too numerous to specify 
in these brief lines. 

The mineral wealth of the country, although great, is still almost 
untouched. 

The question of fuel, which is one of our National problems, is 
being solved in part, by the use on a large scale of wood; by the wor- 
king of the petroleum deposits, which are beginning to become impor- 
tant; and by preliminary attempts to obtain coal. The development of 
water-power also, will prove to be an important factor in the near 
future. 

Before the War, the cost of living (like the cost of production), 
in Argentina was much higher than in the great States; but now, the 
conditions are reversed. To-day the cost of living and the cost of pro- 
duction of foodstuffs are less than in Europe and than in the United 
States, whilst the cost of many articles, even of solid manufacture, is 
also lower. 

If Argentina has always been a country eminently favourable for 
the spirit of enterprise and the investment of capital, it is to-day more 
so than ever. To the new possibilities created by the circumstances 
which at present affect universal production and commerce, have to 
be added the experience gained, the improvement already apparent in 
skilled labour, and the stimulus which enterprise finds in the country. 

The present Government cultivates the traditional spirit of Argen- 
tine hospitality, making the foreigner welcome, and respecting the ca- 
pital which enters the country — both the one and the other to contri- 
bute to its progress. 

This traditional respect towards foreign capital and the exception- 
al spirit of hospitality towards "all men of good will desirous of set- 
tling on Argentine soil" is one of the characteristics of the Argentine 
people and of its Governments. 
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The firm of Ernesto Tornquist & C* Ltd., has desired to present 
to those who are interested in this young and vigorous country, the 
completest synthesis possible of its economic, commercial and financial 
statistics so as to permit of its being studied thoroughly and to allow 
of what we have stated in general terms, being appreciated on the 
solid and precise basis of figures. 

All comment has been deliberately excluded from the work, it 
having been thought better to leave that to the reader, as he studies 
its chapters. The work is restricted to a compilation of the most autho- 
ritative statistics of the country, with a scientific criterion and on the 
general lines of Government year-books, defining throughout, so far 
as possible, the economic character of the country. 

The greatest goodwill has been displayed by National and Provin- 
cial authorities in furnishing data of public interest which, hitherto un- 
published, could not be obtained direct from official publications, — 
courtesies for which we are grateful and which it gives us much plea- 
sure to acknowledge. 

We believe that this work meets an urgent necessity, judging by 
the numerous enquiries we receive on economic questions in Argen- 
tina, and by the evident interest which this country is arousing all over 
the World. In this manner, the periodical information which the firm 
of Ernesto Tornquist & C.° Ltd. has been giving for years past in its 
Reports is now supplemented. We shall be satisfied if this work proves 
useful to those who are interested in the conditions and the progress 
of Argentina.

GENERAL DESCRIPTION OF THE ARGENTINE REPUBLIC 

The greater part of the territory of the Argentine Republic is 
situated in the temperate zone of* the Austral Hemisphere. It 
comprises three well-defined regions; the Andine, the Pampean, and 
the Patagonian. The Andine region, rich in minerals, occupies the 
eastern slope of the Cordillera of the Andes, which penetrates into 
the country by several branches, such as the Sierra del Aconquija, the 
Sierras of Cordoba and the Sierras of San Luis. 

The high table-lands form one single mountainous chain, the 
centre of which almost coincides with the meridian of the region, 
and it gradually falls away in altitude as it is prolonged towards 
the South. 

The Pampa, or plain land, has several aspects, but generally speak- 
ing, it is covered by abundant natural pastures on which great herds 
of cattle graze, or, it supports vast cereal cultivations; here are found 
the "famous agricultural colonies", which constitute the wheat region, 
the Granary of Argentina and of the World. 

Between the River Salado and the Pilcomayo River — that is to 
say in the Chaco — the country is covered with forests containing an 
enormous variety of species of trees which provide excellent timber 
suitable both for works of art and adornment and for building. 

Patagonia, finally, rises by a series of gigantic gradations from 
the Atlantic towards the East, till it becomes merged in the Cordillera 
of the Andes. ^ 
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The most important part of the basins of the Parana and of the 
River Plate pertains to Argentina, thanks to which the Republic is 
placed in an advantageous situation for communication with the 
exterior — apart from the fact that its maritime littoral is on the 
Atlantic, the most frequented Ocean of the Globe, by reason of its 
geographical position and the attraction of its fisheries. 

The Parana, the Pampa and the Andes are the outstanding phy- 
sical characteristics of Argentina, emblematical of her lofty aspirations, 
her productive force and of the confidence with which she advances 
towards the future.

PHYSICAL ASPECT. — FAUNA. — FLORA. — GEOLOGY 

In the Western region of the Argentine Republic, the Cordillera 
of the Andes occupies one fourth part of the country, presenting to 
the enterprise of man numerous table lands and valleys of prodigious 
fertility; whilst the rest of the territory is made up of plains, or 
"Pampas", no less fertile and suitable for cattle raising and every kind 
of cultivation. 

It will suffice to study the altimetry and the climate of the 
country, its meteorology and the hydrographic conditions of the soil, 
with its numberless currents of surface water, its four hundred lakes 
and a subterranean water system the extent of which is as yet unknown, 
to deduce that the vegetable kingdom must be, as it is in fact, 
splendid, infinitely varied, and well adapted for the production of 
public and private wealth. 

In the vegetable kingdom we have: 

Sugar - cane, rice, yerba mate, coffee, tobacco, indigo, the vine, 
maize, wheat, oats, rye, barley, cotton, a variety of fruit trees, valuable 
and most serviceable timber such as the white and the red quebracho, 
"ibirapita mini", "lapacho", "timbo", "tatare", black laurel, "guaya- 
can", "palo bianco", rosewood, cedar, pine, walnut, palm, and many 
other forest trees suitable for cabinet - making, shipbuilding and the 
dyeing and textile industries, as well as for medicinal and other uses 

As regards the animal kingdom, the principal source of the coun- 
try's wealth is constituted by its beef cattle, its sheep, horses, mules, 
goats and hogs. Amongst wild animals we have; the "Yaguarate". 
or American tiger, the puma or American lion, the mountain cat, the 
ferret, the "zorrino", the "coati", deer. In the Western and Northern 
regions of the Republic are found the guanaco and the vicuna; tapirs, 
ant-eaters, nutrias, rabbits, "vizcachas" (Peruvian hares), and "car- 
pinchos" on the banks of the Parana; there are also the edible armadi- 
llo and the "mulita"; the wild dog and the weasel, etc. 

The varieties of Argentine birds are even greater than those of 
the mammals. We have "chimangos", "caranchos", sparrow-hawks. 
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the condor, the owl, the parrot, the "dormil6n", the woodpecker, the 
"hornero", humming-birds, the "tacuara", the thrush, the linnet, the 
calendar lark, the throstle, the Cardinal bird, the red-breast, the yellow- 
breast, the "bien-te-veo" ("I see you well"), the swallow, the kingfish- 
er. In the South we have pigeons, turtle-doves, partridges, the "nandu" 
or American ostrich, the "chaja", the heron, the stork, the "teru-tero" 
the sea - gull, the flamingo, the wild goose and the- penguin. 

Land tortoises are frequently to be found in the Pampas; fresh- 
water tortoises are found in the big rivers, as also, in various parts of 
the Republic, the "Yacare", the "iguana" (species of lizard), "vibora 
de la cruz" (viper) and rattlesnake. 

The following are amongst the fish which are the object of fishing 
enterprise in the rivers and the Atlantic coast; — sharks, "guitarras", 
skates, "chuchos", dories, "lachas", "herruyo", sardines, "bagres", conger 
eels, "morenos", needle fish, "pejerrey", "lisa", anchovy, bream, small 
hake, "burriquetas", "curbinas", "brotulas", hake, soies, salmon, "casta- 
fietas", "paties", "pacues", eels, "moj arras", "dorados", "tarariras", trout. 
Amongst the amphibious animals are; seals, fur -bearing seals, various 
species of dolphins, the Buenos Aires whale, and the Patagonian species 
of whale ("ballenoptera"). 

The country is also very rich in minerals. Amongst salines we 
have : common salt, rock - salt, saltpetre, alum. Amongst stones, there 
are gypsum, calcite, calcium carbonate, fluorite; in barytes; siderite, 
barium-sulphate, calamite, cerussite; in malachite; azurite, oxychloride 
of copper ; in steatites ; talc, serpentine, chlorite ; in micas ; earths, plas- 
tic argil, kaolin, smectite; in hardstone; felspar, obsidian, labradorite, 
lapis - lazuli, turquoise, amphibolite, pyroxene, asbestos, quartz, rock 
crystal, amethyst, agate, geyserite. Precious stones include: almandine, 
garnet, carbuncle, tourmaline, topaz, emerald, pleonaste, olivine, zirco- 
nium. 

Amongst metals and metallic minerals: cassiterite, magnetite, olig- 
ist, hematite, ochre, limonite, chromite, cuprite, pyrolusite, gold, silver 
mercury, iron, copper, arsenic, antimony, pyrites, chalcopyrite, smaltine, 
nickeline, galena, antimonite, argentite, chalcosite, tetrahedrite, blende, 
ruby-siiver. Amongst inflammable minerals: sulphur, realgar, asphalt, 
petroleum, plumbago, anthracite, bituminous coal, lignites, peat ; amongst 
rocks; granite, trachyte, basalt, lava, schist, mica -schist, taic- schist, 
argilleous - schist, "tosquilla", sands and sandy substances. 

Amongst thermal and medicinal waters: sulphureous, saline, acidu- 
lated, chlorated, bicarbonate, sulphated, and ferruginous. 
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CLIMATE 

The climate in the North is calid, temperate in the centre, and 
cold in the South. Generally speaking it is benignant and considered 
to be more favourable for European immigration than that of any other 
country of Latin - America. 

The climatic variations to which the whole country is subject are 
brought about by the great diversity of altitude in each region, by the 
marked influence of the prevailing winds, and by proximity to the 
Atlantic, or to the great fluvial arteries, or, to the Andes. 

If to this be added the configuration of the country, extending 
from North to South over more than 34 degress of latitude, we have 
the explanation of the great climatic differences which concur in a de- 
cisive manner in determining the quality and the quantity of our animal 
and vegetable life. 

The North wind, called the "Zonda" in the Provinces of the inte- 
rior, is a hot wind, inducing extreme lassitude and it frequently brings 
copious rain. The North -East wind somewhat resembles it but is 
milder in its influence. Argentina may likewise be divided into the 
three following climatological zones ; that of the Littoral, the Mediterra- 
nean and the Andine. In the first named, the mean temperature is 19* ; 
in the second it frequently attains to 40 9 in very hot summers, very low 
temperatures being registered in the winter — the mean being i6 f 
In the third, or Andine zone, the climate varies very greatly, fluctuations 
of 20* within twenty-four hours being by no means rare. 

Rains are frequent and they, as well as the numerous currents of 
water which traverse the soil, tend to make the temperature milder. 
This climate thus, is one of the most suitable for the health of man and 
for the fertility of the soil which he cultivates. Malignant diseases are 
almost unknown and endemic complaints are very much rarer than in 
Europe. 

TERRITORIAL DIVISION 
Political and Administrative Organisation 

The territory of the Argentine Nation is divided into fourteen 
Provinces, ten "Gobernaciones" (Territories under the rule of Govern- 
ors appointed by the Federal Executive) and one Federal District, which 
latter comprises the City of Buenos Aires, as Capital of the Nation 
and the Island of Martin Garcia, situated at the confluence of the Rivers 
Parana and Uruguay. 

The Provinces enumerated according to their geographical situation 
are: "Riberenas" or fluvial; Buenos Aires (Capital City -La Plata), 
Santa Fe, Entre Rios and Corrientes ; — "Arribeiias" or central : Cordoba, 
San Luis, Santiago del Estero, and Tucuman ; — Andine : Mendoza, San 
Juan, La Rioja, Catamarca, Salta and Jujuy. 
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The remainder of the territory comprised within the National 
frontiers is divided into "Gobernaciones" or National Territories. They 
are: — taking them in order from North to South — Formosa, Chaco, 
Misiones, La Pampa, Los Andes, Neuquen, Rio Negro, Chubut, Santa 
Cruz and Tierra del Fuego. 

The Government has recently asked Congress to sanction the 
raising of La Pampa and Misiones to the status of Provinces. 

The Argentine Nation has adopted as its form of Government the 
"representative, republican, federal" system, entrusting its general 
exercise to three powers: — the Executive, the Legislative and the 
Judicial. 

The National Territories, that is to say, the portions of the country 
still lacking the density of population which is a first requsite to their 
attaining to the status of Provinces, are administered by officials 
nominated directly by the President of the Nation. 

The Territory of the Pampa stands out above the rest by reason 
of the zeal with which it pursues this end (to rank as a a Province), 
fostering all the activities of its inhabitants and the productive capacity 
of its soil. 

The Argentine Political Constitution is one of the most liberal 
in the world. Amongst its principles, it proclaims: liberty of labour, 
of industry, and of navigation (its interior rivers are open to ships 
flying the flags of all Nations), freedom of commerce, right of 
petition, liberty of transit, of the Press, of association, the right to pro- 
perty, liberty of conscience and of teaching. Foreigners enjoy the same 
civil rights as Argentine citizens.

In the years preceding the war, births amounted to nearly 288.000, 
and deaths, of Argentines, to 94.000; the native population increased 
by about 194.000 per annum. The number of immigrants (balance in 
favour) being about 170.000 a year, and the deaths of foreigners 
being about 29.000, the foreign population was increasing by nearly 
141.000 per annum. The respective increases thus, in those years were 
3.5 per cent, and 6 per cent. The foreign population therefore was 
increasing, in proportion to its number, much more rapidly than the 
Argentine. 

In the five years we are now dealing with, circumstances chan- 
ged. The country lost 188.000 foreigners by emigration (difference 
between immigration and emigration) and about 138.000 by death 
or say a total of 326.000. This decrease on a total population of 
2.358.000 foreigners resident in the country in 1914, represents near- 
ly 14 per cent. 

Thus the composition of the population of the country has va- 
ried considerably from that point of view. In effect, in 1914, the po- 
pulation of the country which amounted to 7.885.237 inhabitants, was 
made up of 5.527.285 Argentines and 2.357.952 foreigners, the lat- 
ter representing 30 per cent of the total. At the present time (31st De- 
cember 1918) the population of the country is approximately 8.416.485 
inhabitants, of whom 6.391.294 are Argentine, and 2.025. 191 forei- 
gners, the foreigners representing 24 per cent. 

During the five years under survey, whilst the foreign popula- 
tion has declined by 326.000, the Argentine population has augmented 
by 906.000.

"In 1914, the foreign population, almost entirely made up of 
Europeans and vinculated in a permanent manner to the country, 
amounted to 2.357.952, representing 30 % of the whole population. 
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which was then 7.885.237. Of the 5.527.285 natives, more than one 
half are the chjldren of Europeans. The Indian population amounted 
to 18. 00a according to the last Census, and to-day, their number can 
only be very slightly higher. There are almost no negroes in the Repu- 
blic — those there are possibly can be counted in hundreds rather than 
in thousands. And, finally, half-breds, — between Indians and 
whites — and mulattos amount only to a few hundreds of thousands. 
The population of Argentina at 31st December 1918, amounted, as we 
have before had occasion to record, to 8.412.000 (not counting 
Indians). The following, according to the "Revista de Economta 
Argentina" ought to be its classification : 

" Native white population (the majority, children or grandchildren 
of Europeans); 6.045.000; foreigners (almost all Europeans and 
the majority, Italians and Spaniards), 2.017.000; mulattos (having 
less black blood than whf+t), 100.000; the "gaucho" race (originated 
by Spanish and Indian intermixture), 200.000; civilized Indians, 50.000. 
There is besides, an aboriginal population of 18.000 Indians. There are 
almost no negroes." (1) 

"The great influx of Spanish and lately, of Italian immigrants, 
of which there are in this country now in round figures 1. 000. 000 
each (out a total population of 8.132.940) is forming a new Argentine 
type which will embrace the characteristic features of its three com- 
ponent elements: the honesty of the Spaniard, the working capacity 
and thrift of the Italian, and the cleverness and sharpness of the native. 
Besides, the modern Argentine has two other noteworthy qualities viz: 
great facility of adaptation to the environment in which he lives and 
a great spirit of enterprise; these two qualities are also acquired by 
foreigners soon after they settle in the country". 

"The speciality of the Argentine native is cattle raising and fat- 
tening, whilst commerce and industries are mostly in the hands of fo- 
reigners". 

"The sons of the foreigners (with few exceptions) consider them- 
selves (as in the U. S.) quite as Argentine as the descendants of old 
Spanish settlers and the descendant of the mixture of these two will 
be the man of the future in Argentina. We lack northern blood, Sa- 
xon races, of which the U. S. have such a large proportion and which 
has been so useful in developing the progressive qualities of the U. S. 
population, and in giving it at the same time that prudence and per- 
severance which are its characteristic features; but I am certain that

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time and education will do for us what Saxon blood has done for the 
North" (i). 

"The same phenomenon (unity of the human race) is being re- 
peated in the Argentine, as in all the American republics, and the 
spontaneous and vital sentiment of nationality continually strikes the 
observer, who notes the pride with which a child born in Argentina, 
whether he be the son of a Spaniard, Frenchman, Italian, or German, 
affirms, when questioned, that his country is the Argentine" (2).

An examination of the detailed figures given in the preceding table 
showing the areas devoted to the various cultivations, indicates the 
great importance of alfalfa (lucerne), wheat, maize, linseed, and oats. 

The large home requirements for a cheap and wholesome food 
for the numerous cattle-stock existing in the Republic explain the con- 
siderable development attained by alfalfa cultivation. 

On the other hand, an ever increasing demand, not only at home, 
but abroad as well, has imparted a strong impetus to the cultivation 
of cereals which is, in fact, at present one of the most remunerative 
agricultural pursuits. 

Areas are devoted also to the cultivation of trees, potatoes, sugar 
cane, table - vegetables, tobacco, cotton and other minor cultivations. 



The national authorities are endeavouring to encourage in every 
way the extension of cotton and rice cultivation for which the northern 
region of the country is eminently suited. The foundations are thus 
being laid of two important industries, the development of which on 
a large scale in the not-far distant future is confidently anticipated.

Notwithstanding that land values are on the whole relatively low 
and that extensive cultivation prevails as a general rule in new and 
developing countries such as the Argentine Republic, the large-sized 
farms growing wheat, linseed, oats, barley, rye and canary seed are 
as yet by far the less numerous, most of the supply of these cereals 
being- raised on medium-sized and fairly small farms.

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ARGENTINE INDUSTRIES IN 1913, CLASSIFIED IN DIVISIONS 

AND GROUPS 

The National Census of 1914 registered a total of 48.779 industrial 
establishments of all classes, in which native and foreign raw material 
was elaborated. 

The 48.779 establishments were classified in four great groups: 
Extractive industries; Manufacturing industries; Non -fabrile indus- 
tries; and Public Service industries. 

In "Extractive industries" are comprised 14.713 establishments in 
which exclusively national raw material is employed, with the excep- 
tion of saw mills, rice - cleaning plant, and breweries, which for the 
time being, have to utilise a proportion of foreign raw material. In 
this division are included the freezing establishments, ("frigorificos"), 
sugar mills ("ingenios"), flour mills, wine - making establishments, 
dairy industries, breweries, alcohol distilleries, "verba mate" mills, 
comestible oil industries, forestal workings, saw mills, lime quarries 
marble quarries etc . , foundries, etc. ; wool washing establishments 
etc.. etc. 

Under "Manufacturing Industries 1 * are included 14.794 establish- 
ments which; utilise national and foreign raw material. This division is 
made up of establishments essentially fabrile, in which materials are 
transformed and articles and products designed to meet the necessities 
of man, are elaborated. There figure amongst these, ice factories, mi- 
neral water factories, chocolate and sweetmeat works, "fideos" (ver- 
micelli), cake and biscuit works, liquor works (alcoholic and non-alco- 
holic), shoe factories, leather and canvas cloth works, mechanical 
carpenteries, brickworks, mosaic and tile factories, cart and carriage 
works> furniture makers, saddleries and stamped leather works, metal 
foundries, smithies and metallurgical workshops, soap works, chemi- 
cal works, paint and varnish works, glass works, hat factories, cloth 
factories, jute bag factories, cigar and tobacco factories, paper an/ 
cardboard works, tanneries etc. etc 

The "Non-fabrile industries'* division is composed of 18.732 es- 
tablishments, which cannot properly be designated as manufacturing, 
by reason of the manual methods employed and of the products the) 
produce. Jn this division are included bakeries and cake makers, cof- 
fee - grinding and toasting, laundries, dressmakers, tailors, dyers, shoe 
shops, carpenteries and blacksmiths'shops (not mechanical), paint 
workshops, plasterers' shops, coopers' shops, jewellers and watchma- 
kers, etc. etc. 

In the division "Public Service Industries" have been grouped 540 
establishments, so styled owing to their activities being entirely distinct 
from traffic in articles of commerce. Included amongst these are; cons- 
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tracting firms, paving contractors, lighting enterprises, grain elevators 
awl warehouses, cold storage chambers, etc.

PRELIMINARY CONSIDERATIONS 

The National Census of 1914 shows a total of 8. 161 establish- 
ments engaged in the dairy industry, of which 4.631 are "tambos" 
(establishments engaged exclusively in the production of milk) and 
the rest, that is to say, 3.530, are considered as creameries, butter and 
cheese factories, etc. 

The total capital employed in the dairy industry in 1913 amounted 
to $ 100.785.390 m|n of which $ 87.102.500 m|n corresponded to 
"tambos" and $ 13.682.890 m|n to creameries and butter and cheese 
making establishments, etc. 

The dairy industry, both as regards milk production and its de- 
rivatives progressed considerably in the period which elapsed between 
the Census of 1895 an( * * at °* I 9 I 4- This progress is still more noticeable 
in the subsequent four years as will be seen later when examining 
the figures of the production and exportation of butter and cheese 
up to the year 1918. 

The following table indicates the progress of this industry by a 
comparison of the data of the Census of 1895 with those of that of 
1914. It should be noted that the figures refer only to creameries and 
butter and cheese making establishments, those relating to the "tam- 
bos" being excluded for the present, in order that they may be compared 
further on with the figures of the 1895 Census which do not include 
the creameries etc.

The number of creameries and butter and cheese making establish- 
ments shown by the Census of 19T4 amounted, as is seen, to 3530, a 
figure higher than that shown for the same year in the retrospective 
tables which appear further on, these latter having been extracted from 
the dairy industry statistics published in the "Estadistica Agricola" of 
the Ministry of Agriculture. 

The explanation of this lies, without doubt, in the fact that in the 
Census there figure dairy establishments of all kinds, big and little, whilst 
in the statistics of production given in the publication referred to, only 
the principal establishment were taken into account. 

In the table which follows are given the data relative to all the 
dairying establishments censused in 1914, according to Provinces and 
Territories, specifying number of establishments, capital and value of 
the production and of the raw material, motive power and personnel:

THE FLOUR -MILLING INDUSTRY (i) 

SUMMARY

ITS DEVELOPMENT 

The origins of the flour-milling industry in Argentina date back 
to the Colonial epoch. The small quantities of flour which the mills 
existing at that period produced, sufficed to meet only limited local 
requirements, the country having to provide itself from abroad to 
satisfy the demands of its home consumption. 

The modern growth of the industry dates from the year 1845 when 
the first steam flour-mill was installed in the city of Buenos Aires. 
This event gave rise to a gradual increase in production which, becom- 
ing slowly accentuated, brought about first a diminution, and eventual- 
ly the cessation, of flour imports. 

In effect, in the year 1880, the first to be taken into account by 
statistics, there were imported from abroad 1.265. 174 kilos of flour 
the figure declining notably in the succeeding years, until 1902, when 
378 kilos were imported, after which flour imports ceased entirely. 

On the other hand, our first exports of flour had commenced in 
the year 1875. Of little importance at the start, they augmented pro 
gressively until they attained their present extraordinary proportions: 
from the 13 tons exported in 1875, we have arrived, for 1918, at 176.445. 

In order to obtain an idea of the progress made in the flour-milling 
industry in the 19 years which elapsed between 1895 and 1914 it will 
be well to examine the figures of the National Censuses taken in these 
two years, from which the following are taken :

The fact that the number of flour-mills had decreased in 1913 by 251 
as compared with 1895, does not signify retrogression. It is sufficient to 
dispel such an idea to look at the production figures, the maximum 
productive capacity and the capital employed, in each of these years. 
The decrease shown in the number of mills was due to the amalgamation 
of certain establishments with others of greater importance and to the 
dropping out of business of small mills unable to sustain competition 
with establishments equipped with modern improvements.

PRODUCTION AND CONSUMPTION 

As has already been shown in the preceding considerations and 
tables, the production of wheat-flour in the year 1913 amounted to 
910.868 tons, a figure surpassing by 573.469 tons that of 1895. 

Deducting from the production of flour in 1913 the quantity of 
124.649 tons exported in that year, it results that home consumption 
in the year 191 3 amounted to 786.219 tons, being an average of 104 
kilos per inhabitant.

The National Census taken in 1914 comprised, in addition to a 
general census of industries, a special investigation into this important 
branch of Argentine industry. The figures and the data which follow 
have been extracted from the study referred to. The data relating 
to subsequent years have been taken from the official statistics and 
from information obtained at the corresponding Government offices. 



ANTECEDENTS 

The cultivation of the sugar-cane and the production of sugar in 
Argentina, although carried on since the beginning of last Century, on 
a small scale and in a rudimentary manner, entered upon their period 
of development in 1876, when the line of the Cordoba Central Railway 
from Rosario to Tucuman, was opened to public service, thus bringing 
the producing district into contact with the consuming centres. Sugar- 
cane plantations in Tucuman in 1876 occupied a total area of 2.400 
hectares, and the output of sugar was estimated at round about 3.000 
tons annually. 



(1) Further particulars on this subject are given in Chapter VII. 
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One may observe the progress made in the sugar industry b> 
comparing the figures just mentioned with those for the year 1913. 
In that latter year the area under sugar - cane was 106.700 hectares, anil 
the production of sugar, 277 . 189 tons.

In the year 1889 tnere was founded in the city of Rosario de Santa 
Fe, the important establishment known as the "Refineria Argentina", 
an event which marked a striking epoch in the extraordinary progress 
of the sugar industry in the country. 

Concurrently with this event, the lines of railway built between 
1881 and 1891, to serve the sugar industry directly, and having an 
extension of some 1850 kilometres gave a strong impulse to the develop- 
ment of the industry, bringing about a considerable increase in production 
and an appreciable falling off in sugar imports. 

In the following table will be seen the fluctuations presented by 
the respective figures as a consequence of the circumstances just stated :

In spite of the increase shown in the production of sugar, poor 
harvests in certain years, not sufficing to meet the demands of the home 
consumption, compelled immediate resource to importation. This has 
occurred on several occasions and on a larger scale in more recent years, 
when the lowness of the sugar yield, aggravated by the growing rise in 
prices, induced the Authorities to dictate governmental decrees, suspend- 
ing temporarily and subject to certain conditions, the Customs import 
duty on sugar. 

INDUSTRIAL CAPITAL 

The National Census of 1914 assigns to the Capital invested in the 
sugar industry the sum of $ 189. 848. 471 m|n, distributed as follow:

The number of establishments, as is likewise noticeable in the case of 
other industries, decreased in 1914 as compared with 1895 owing 
to the formation of large companies or trusts which acquired numerous 
cigar and cigarette factories which continue now to work under a 
single management.

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PRODUCTION 



The production of tabacco has undergone important fluctuations 
during recent years, both as regards plantations and manufacture, the 
latter not having always been proportionate to the area cultivated. In 
the table which follows are given the figures of the area under tobacco 
cultivation and the production of tobacco during the years 1906 to 
1918, from which can be noted the fluctuations above referred to.

As is seen, the production of tobacco which in the year 1906 was 
3.800.000 kilos, increased gradually until 1909, when it reached 9.900.000 
kilos. In 1910, it dropped to 6.800.000 and the decline continued until 
191 5, in which year the figure was only 4.300.000 kilos. The year 1916 
marked the highest point in production, the figure reached being 
10.400.000 kilos. There was a decline in the two following years, the 
figures for 1917 and 1918 being 6.400.000 and 4.200.000 kilos respec- 
tively. 

Taken altogether, it is seen that little over 40 per cent of the 
tobacco employed in the making of cigars and cigarettes in the 
factories of the country, is of national production. This proportion 
has been maintained in the past few years, in which, in spite of the 
War, imports of tobacco have been effected in quantities equal to and 
even exceeding those of normal years, as may seen from the table 
which follows:

As a consequence of the economic depression which began to 
prevail in the country in 1914 and the difficulties occasioned by the 
War, as from that year (as can be seen from the preceding table) 
imports of raw material for the manufacture of beer began to decline, 
and so, in consequence, did the production of the article. In the table 
which follows will be noted the gradual increase in production up to 
the year 1913, whilst it will be seen that in 1914 there set in a decline 
which was maintained almost at the same level until 1917, an upward 
movement starting again in 1918.

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Owing to the reasons already stated, imports of beer from abroad 
underwent, as from the year 19 13 an analogous decline, the importation 
of bottled beer ceasing entirely in 1918. It should be noted that in 
1917 the importation of beer in casks, which had previously almost 
ceased was resumed and maintained in the same proportion during 1918.

The centre of production of the wine industriy comprises the Pro- 
vinces of Mendoza and San Juan. There are also vineyards and "bodegas** 
in the Provinces of La Rioja, Catamarca and Salta, although to a much 
smaller extent. In the Provinces of Entre Rios and C6rdoba where 
likewise appreciable quantities of wine are manufactured, there has 
been observable in recent years a decline in production owing to a Tail- 
ing off in cultivation, the lands formerly devoted to vineyards being 
now utilised for other agricultural purposes returning a higher yield

Twenty five years ago, when the second National Census was taken, 
there were in the country 74.000.000 sheep, the number declining by 1908 
to 67.000.000., and to 43.000.000 in 1914. From that latter date up 
to the present time, facts justify the assumption that there has been 
no appreciable variation in the stock. 

This decrease in the number of sheep has had as result, a propor- 
tionate falling off in the production of wool, which nevertheless, 
is partly compensated for by the better quality of the animal and its 
more profitable utilization. 

The production of wool, from 1895 to 1918 was as follows:

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Certain appreciable differences in the quantities exported from 
one year to another are due to the fact that the annual shipments do 
not correspond exactly to the year's production. As the stock on 
hand at the end of each year is known, it would be possible, although 
somewhat difficult, to correct the production figures in the preceding 
table. But we do not consider it indispensable, or really useful to 
do so, having regard to certain difficulties which such a correction 
would occasion. 

In order to formulate the above table we have submitted only the 
figures of the official statistics to correction. The official figures 
do not include the movement south of Parallel 42, (free of customs 
duty up to 191 7) except when the exports involve trans-shipment at any 
of the ports north of Parallel 42, since in the others no record was 
kept of direct shipments to foreign countries. Knowing the stock of 
sheep in Tierra del Fuego, Santa Cruz and Chubut, and the average 
yield of wool per animal, the probable quantity of direct exportation 
is the difference between the production of wool in those Territories 
and the export effected by trans-shipment North of Parallel 42.

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This is an industry which in a very few years has attained great 
importance. It is destined undoubtedly, if no hindrances are placed 
upon it, to a development so rapid that within a few years, almost our 
entire wool production will be washed in the country. 

At the present time there are 14 wool-washing plants operating ia 
the Republic. These, in 1918 washed 4.500.000 kilos of wool for home 
use and 12.512.000 kilos for export, making a total of 17.012.000. This 
represents some 28.000.000 kilos of unwashed wool, that is to say 20 
per cent of our wool production. 

To perform this work only 2.000 workmen were required. The 
washing of the 142.000.000 kilos of wool which the country produces 
annually would only require 14.200 workmen. 

We have studied the technique, the capital and the organization 
of this industry and we can affirm that the country is in a position 
easily and without effort to undertake, with its own resources, the 
washing of its wool in a manner so rapid and progressive that in five 
years from now it would not be necessary to ship a single kilo of un- 
washed wool with the exception of a very small quantity in demand by 
certain foreign industries so highly specialised that they are obliged 
to wash the wool by their own process. 

As it is desirable that future installations of wool-washing establish- 
ments should have regard, under certain aspects, to the geographical 
distribution of the sheep in the country, we give below this distribution 
according to Provinces and Territories as also the approximate yield 
(deducted from the total yield of the country) corresponding to each 
region.

Mr. Demarchi (i), on the occasion of the inauguration of a wool- 
washing establishment spoke as follows regarding one of the many 
advantages which this primary manipulation represents to the country: 

"Our production is approximately 350.000 bales annually, which 
" require, in order to be shipped in the manner in which they are to- 
"day shipped, that is to say, unwashed, 350.000 cubic tons of shipp- 
" ing space which at the price of £ 12 per ton totals to £ 4.200.000 sterling, 
" paid under this head. But, gentlemen, had this wool been shipped in 
"a washed state it would only have required 175.000 cubic tons of 
" shipping space which at the same freight of £ 12 would have demanded 
"an outlay of only £ 2.100.000 so that there has been thus a difference 
" of £ 2.100.000 against the country, which means to say that we have 
"paid more than $ 23.000.000 (m|n.) for the pleasure of sending earth 
"to Europe." 

Amongst the various difficulties with which this industry has to 
contend is that of export duty, in proportion to value, applied indis- 
criminately to unwashed and to washed wool. If this latter doubles 
its specific value it is because it has been cleansed of almost valueless 
matter to the extent of 40 per cent of its weight and because in the 
process, there has been an accumulation of expenditure on salaries, 
labour, technical management, and interest on industrial capital: the 
tax therefore, is in truth an act of hostility against the industry. 
Whilst other countries are preparing to defend their own industries we 
are entering upon our industrial policy by imposing exceptional taxes 
upon them. 

Moreover, the foreign consumers of our wool cannot be expected 
to wish that their wool-washing establishments which have hitherto 
washed Argentine wool should remain idle, and they will only acquire 
the washed wool in preference to our dirty wool, when it is to 'their 
advantage to do so. Conditions being equal they would prefer possibly 
to import dirty wool and wash it themselves regardless of whether or 
no it might be prejudicial to us.

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The development of our textile industries could never keep pace 
with the development of this rudimentary industry, but its influence 
will not be a negligible one. Both industries will derive reciprocal benefit 
from their progressive development. 

We propose, as in the case of the dairy industry, to follow closely 
the development of the wool-washing industry and of all those indus- 
tries which, by reason of their vinculation with the National production 
and which come within the scope of our technical capacity can in rea- 
lity be called National industries. 

Supplementing the information given in the foregoing study, it only 
remains to add that the exportation of wool has been of importance in 
the Republic for a long time past. The following were the quantities 
exported from 1875 (the year in which the National statistics were first 
organised) until 1894 (1).

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CHAPTER IV. — PART IX 

THE MINING INDUSTRY 

SUMMARY 

preliminary considerations. — i. metalliferous mineral deposits: cold, 
silver, lead and zinc. copper. wolfram and tin. vanadium. other minerals. — 
il non-metalliperous mineral deposits: a) salt deposits, b) stone quarries:

PRELIMINARY CONSIDERATIONS 

The following considerations and facts are extracted from the 
monograph on "Argentine Geology and Minerals in 1914" ("La geo- 
logia y la mineria Argentinas en 1914") published by Civil Mining 
Engineer Enrique Hermitte (1) in the National Census compilation of 
that year : 

"It is undoubted that amongst the industries the development of 
which it is desirable to follow closely, and the state of which at 
specific epochs it is necessary to place upon record, figures the mining 
industry. This industry, and the agricultural and pastoral industries, 
constitute the basis of the wealth of nations and no occasion could be 
more opportune than that of the compilation of the national census 
of a country for endeavouring to carry out this task." 

"There is, moreover, in 1914, a special reason for endeavouring 
to establish the situation of the mining industry in the Argentine Re- 
public. That is, the fact that we are, so to speak, in a period of 
transition, in which, apart from the effort made by the National Go- 
vernment in the sense of informing itself regarding the geology of the

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country, and in consequence, of the distribution of the mineral deposits 
which constitute its sub-soil, there is, struggling to make headway, 
ever since 1907 (the date of the discovery of the oilfield of Comodoro 
Rivadavia in the National Territory of Chubut), the working of one 
the principal and most important sources of wealth of, the whole Nation, 
based on a series of factors which with a few rare exceptions have never 
before come together in the Republic — namely, an extraordinarily rich 
deposit, in insuperable conditions, to which it is easy to convey technical 
staff and labour and all materials of consumption, including fuel, (here, 
the product of the working) it being the case that lack of this last- 
mentioned factor has hitherto been sufficient of itself to prevent 
working in the interior of the country." 

"These occurrences permit of the situation being summarised by 
saying that we are at the beginning of a new era in which National 
mining and its allied industries will be able to count upon an essential 
factor in their development : fuel." 

"In endeavouring to formulate an appreciation, it has to be confessed, 
from the outset, that the mining industry occupies an inferior rank 
in relation to the other two primal industries, although by no means 
a negligible one." 

"Regarded as a whole, the extractive industries cover not only 
metalliferous deposits, which, generally speaking have been looked 
upon amongst us as the symbol of mineralogy, but also non-metal- 
liferous workings, amongst which stone - quarrying has been the ob- 
ject of ever-growing attention: and the same criterion cannot be ap- 
plied to the appreciation of both, in view of the diversity of conditions 
finder which each is carried on." 

"Considered generally, four groups of natural products should be 
specifically distinguished : 

1st. Metalliferous minerals. 

2nd. Non-metalliferous minerals. 

3rd, Combustibles and salts, and 

4th. Stone guarries. 

"Argentine mineralogy, on the basis of the working of metal- 
liferous minerals (gold, silver, copper, etc., with the sole exceptions 
of wolfram and tin) and even of certain of the non-metalliferous 
deposits (mica, sulphur, etc., with the exception of rock-salt and 
boronatrocalcite), may be said to have been stagnant for a long time 
past, not because workable deposits do not exist, but because scarcely 
any of the conditions essential for their working are fulfilled." 

"If at any time workings have attained to some importance, it 
has been due solely to the fact that in every deposit there exists a rone 
of oxidation or cementation, always rich in the noble metals and ir 
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consequence, very productive, whilst at the same time, the conditions 
of living then were much more favourable." 

"But barely did the difficulties consequent upon the intensification 
of the workings appear, owing to the hydrostatic stratum being reached, 
necessitating pumping, that is to say, greater expenditure, and owing 
also to meeting with metallic sulphur of low standard, which dimi- 
nishes the profit at the same time that it calls for a modification of 
the system of treatment, — not always practicable due to scarcity of 
capital, lack of the requisite special knowledge, and the material dif- 
ficulty of carrying it out, — than workings were abandoned, one by one. 
An added reason for this abandonment was that the facts mentioned 
coincided, on the one hand, with a fundamental modification in the eco- 
nomic conditions of the mineral regions, and on the other, with the 
portentous development of production in Mexico and more particular- 
ly, in the United States, with the resulting fall in prices of silver 
and copper." 

I. — DEPOSITS OF METALLIFEROUS MINERALS 

, Gold 

"The most important auriferous region, from the point of view 
of number of deposits, but on the other hand, the one most difficult of 
access and having the fewest resources, is that of the Territory of 
Los Andes, or rather, of the Puna de Atacama, which comprises, in 
addition to the Territory mentioned, parts of the Provinces of Jujuy, 
Salta and Catamarca." 

"Auriferous deposits also exist in Rio Arosmayo and in La Rinco- 
nada de Jujuy; auriferous quartz deposits in the Sierra del Atajo; in 
the sand in Punta de Balasto, in the Province of Catamarca; and in the 
district of "El Oro" of the Sierra de Famatina; and auriferous seams 
in the Sierra de Minas — both the latter points in the Province of La 
Rioja." 

"The Province of San Juan contains numerous deposits, of which 
the most worthy of mention are those of Gualilan, Chita and Casta- 
fio Nuevo, where important working have been carried out." 

"The Province of Mendoza also figures with several important 
auriferous deposits, as does likewise the Territory of Neuquen, which 
at different periods have been the objects of serious attempts at work- 
ing." 

"The central Provinces of Cordoba and San Luis also contain 
gold mines which have attracted the attention of prospectors ; Paso del 
Molle and Paso del Carmen in Cordoba; and Canada Honda and La 
Carolina in San Luis." 
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"Working of all these mines has ended in failure, or at least, has 
been abandoned, due probably to financial difficulties." 

"It may be affirmed in a general way, that these workings have 
encountered serious difficulties, due always in the first place, to the 
same causes, that is to say, the deficient economic conditions of the 
region, and in the second place, to lack of study of the conditions of the 
deposits in question, apart from other factors, amongst which may be 
mentioned as a sample, the defective technical qualifications of those 
in charge of the workings." 

Silver, Lead and Zinc 

"In dealing with silver deposits, it is necessary to treat simul- 
taneously of lead and zinc, because the minerals which contain one 
of these metals very frequently contain the others also. The zone 
of Puna de Atacama, already cited as an auriferous region, also forms 
a very important argentiferous (silver-bearing) region. Indeed, accord- 
ing to Engineer Barnabe, the value of the argentiferous deposits 
would prove to be greater than that of the auriferous." 

"After the silver deposits of the Puna de Atacama, undoubtedly 
the most important and the most worked district is that of Fama- 
tina, in the Province of La Rioja." 

"Also worthy of mention are the silver mines of Guandacol, in La 
Rioja, and those of "El Fierro", "Rayado", "Salado", "Castano Viejo" 
and "Castano Nuevo" in San Juan." 

"Argentiferous deposits also exist in the Province of Mendoza, 
in the^Sierras of Cordoba, and the Territory of Neuquen." 

"Speaking generally, it can be said, that the working of these mines 
has always been carried on in the zone of oxidation, that is to say, 
in a very superficial manner, not only because that is the zone richest 
in silver, but also because the shallow hydrostatic level presented an 
insurmountable difficulty in the way of carrying the workings deeper 
due to the primitive means of pumping available to the miners" (i). 

Copper 

"The most important cupriferous (copper-bearing) zone of the 
Andine system is without doubt, that met with towards the West of 
the Cordillera on the Pacific coast, but there are also some important 
deposits on the Eastern slope, very frequently associated with lead 
and silver, as occurs in the lodes found in the Puna de Atacama." 

"In the North of Argentina, the best known deposits are those of 



(i) Prom 1014 up to the present time, and as a consequence of the European 
War, about ten lead smelteries have been started in the country. These treat copper 
mined in Mendoza and - more particularly - in Jujuy. 
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the mineral district of San Antonio de los Cobres in the Puna de 
Atacama and those of the Nevado de Ac^y in the Province of Salta." 
"There are important coppeir deposits in the district of Capilli- 
tas in the Province of Catamarca and in the district of La Meji- 
cana in the Sierra de Famatina, Province of La Rioja, the latter 
being one of the most important copper-bearing regions of the country, 
the working of which is served by the aerial railway between Chi- 
lecito and La Mejicana, 34 kilometres in length. Deposits of cop- 
per are also known to exist in other districts of La Rioja, as also 
in the Provinces of San Juan, Mendoza and Cordoba." . 

The cupriferous veins frequently contain gold and silver metals 
which eventually form part of the product of the smelting. This 
circumstance has favoured the working of the mines at Capillitas and in 
the Sierra de Famatina in a singular degree. 

Wolfram and Tin 

"The deposits of these minerals, represented in the Republic by 
the wolframite mines of "Los Condores" in the Province of San 
Luis and the cassiterite mines of "San Salvador," in the Province 
of Catamarca, constitute a real exponent of the mineral wealth of 
the country." 

"The 'Xos Cobres" deposit, situated near the railway station of 
Concaran, belongs to the "Hansa, Sociedad de Minas", employing 
German capital ($ 400.000 gold). The company is working the de- 
posit with success. In 1914 there were 5000 metres of gallery whilst 
the excavations numbered 1.600. The mechanical concentration insta- 
llation, very well equipped, treats 210 tons daily in 20 hours and produ- 
ces 50 tons of concentrate monthly, containing from 65 to 68 per cent 
of tungstic acid." 

"As deposits of minerals in a state of transition between wolframite 
and cassiterite, may be mentioned those of Mazan in the Province 
of La Rioja. In addition to these three zones, the existence of wolfra- 
mite can be cited in numerous points of the Sierras of San Luis, of 
Velazco, and of Cordoba, whilst cassiterite is also met with in the pro- 
longation of the granitic formation of San Salvador." 

"Up to now, none of them have been worked seriously, but there 
can be no doubt whatever, not only that the known deposits will, in 
a not-distant future become the objects of an active industry, but also 
that given the extent of the manifestation of granitic rocks, in measure 
as they are better known 1 and better worked, new and important wealth 
will be revealed." 

During the past few years, new and important discoveries have been 
made in the Sierras of Cordoba, and in the Sierras of the Department 
of Belen (Province of Catamarca), and it appears also that wolframite 
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exists in the Sierra de Ambato and in Jujuy. In the Province of San 
Juan too, wolfram has been found, in the Sierra de Colanguil. 

Vanadium 

"Apart from silver, lead and zinc, copper and wolfram mines, 
there only remain worthy of mention as forming part of the Andine 
mineral system, the vanadium mines. This mineral is known in two 
forms : as forming part of the seams of galena in the Sierras of Cordo- 
ba and San Luis, and as a component of the albertite, or carbonized 
asphalt, which is so abundant, particularly in the Territory of Neuquen 
and in the Province of Mendoza." 

Other minerals 

"Other minerals are known to exist in the country, some in the 
form of deposits the technical importance of which is unknown, and 
others which, in the meantine, have only a scientific interest, such as 
manganese, antimony, selenium, cobalt, nickel, arsenic, bismuth, sulphur, 
graphite, asbestos, alum, etc." (i). 



II. — DEPOSITS OF NON-METALLIFEROUS MINERALS 

"Amongst non-metalliferous deposits we shall distinguish, — in order 
to demonstrate their relation as defined regional phenomena — four 
principal groups, as follows: — coal and lignite deposits, deposits of 
petroleum and its derivatives, salt deposits, and stone quarries. There 
may also be classified in this category certain special deposits which 
in some cases, bear relation to sedimentary earth, such as those of alum 
and sulphur; but apart from the fact that they are too small in extent 
and too irregularly distributed to permit of the deduction of general re- 
lationships, they are devoid of importance owing to their being situated 
in the central part of the Andes in economic conditions which are abs- 
olutely unfavourable." 

Of the four groups above cited, we shall now deal with salt de- 
posits and stone quarries. Coal and lignite deposits, and deposits of 
petroleum and its derivatives are dealt with separately in Part X of 
this Chapter under the title of "Combustibles". 



(x) The situation has become considerably modified in the past few years, due, 
again, to the influence of the European War. Manganese has been found in abundance 
in the Provinces of C6rdoba and Santiago del Estero (Agua del Monte, San Jose de 
Nispo, Los Ancoches, Ambargasta, etc., etc.), and, more recently, in Tucuman. Iron ore 
is foun,d in conjunction with the manganese. Sulphur, numerous deposits of which exist in 
the country has also been worked to some extent. Asbestos, mica and talc have been 
forthcoming in amply sufficient quantities to meet the requirements of local consumption. 
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a) SALT DEPOSITS 

"In the Argentine Republic, two general types of salt may be 
distinguished, namely, accumulated saline deposits frequently contiguous 
to gypsum in beds having no drainage outlet, and subject to the 
influence of dry climatic conditions; and saline deposits of volcanic 
origin, in districts of pronounced volcanic activity, but it is not possible 
to make any fine distinction, owing to the intromission of climatic 
and volcanic phenomena." 

"Perhaps to these two types, a third should be added, one the 
origin of which has to be attributed to the evaporation of sea-water 
deposits on the Patagonian coast, but deficient study of the meridional 
saline deposits does not permit of any precise pronouncement on this 
matter." 

"To accumulations of the first - mentioned type belong the great 
salt beds which occupy the lower part of the extensive undrained ba- 
sins situated in the Pampean "sierras" of the central Provinces. The 
most extensive are the "Salinas Grandes" between the Sierras of Cor- 
doba, the Sierras of Guasayan, Ancasti, Brava and the Sierra de los 
Llanos; other examples are presented to us in the Salina de Pipana- 
co, in the valley lands of Belen and Andalgala, surrounded by the 
Sierra of Gualampaja, the Sierra of Velazco and its eastern offshoots, 
and the "macizo" of Aconquija; the extensive saline bed situated be- 
tween the Sierra de la Huerta, and the Sierra de los Llanos and 
certain others, amongst which the most worthy of mention are those 
of the Bermejo valley (Province of San Juan). In all of these, 
chloride of sodium predominates in a marked degree. Geologically 
considered they are characterised by their position in the centre of 
large hollows the peripheric parts of which are formed by extensive 
inclined planes, constituted by cones of debris, whilst the central part 
consists of large mounds (barreales) composed of flat and horizontal 
layers of clay, of a colour varying between grayish red and yellow. 
These salines are subject to a periodical annual regimen. During the 
rainy season (winter) they are inundated, — partially, at least — but 
during the dry season the water evaporates completely, and the exterior 
parts then become covered with a scum of hydrated sulphate of lime 
(gypsum), sulphate of magnesia (epsomite) and a mixture of the 
two." 

"In the interior of the country, all the salt-beds have been sources 
of supply to the surrounding neighbourhood, and some of them, such 
as the Salinas Grandes on the confines of Jujuy, Salta and the 
Territory of Los Ancles, in the region of the Puna, have supplied salt 
to the inhabitants of Upper Peru, as can be judged by the numerous 
road -tracks which run there from the North." 

"The other important source of supply on the littoral is Salinas 
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Chicas, near to Bahia Blanca (i), whilst in addition, at certain periods, 
appreciable quantities of salt have been consumed from the salt-beds 
of Peninsula Valdez, in the Territory of Chubut, and Cabo Blanco in 
that of Santa Cruz." 

"It can be anticipated that in course of time, salt in Argentina 
will become an indispensable prime material in chemical industries and 
the enormous reserves of it will then acquire veritable value." 

"As regards borates, it can be said that the only deposits at which 
any working has been done are: the Antuco borate field, and those 
of Salinas Grandes, Caurchari, Pastos Grandes and Hombre Muerto, 
that is to say, those situated nearest to the existing lines of railway. 
Although those workings have always been confined within narrow 
limits, notwithstanding the abundance and the high quality of the 
product, it is none the less very important to place upon record that 
excessive freights and the restricted resources of the region do not 
constitute an insuperable obstacle for the profitable working of the 
borate fields. This is convincingly proved by the "Compagnie Inter- 
nationale des Borax", which has successfully supplied its installations 
in Belgium with the raw material extracted from Salinas Grandes." 

"It is to be hoped that some day, the country will reap some be- 
nefit from the enormous reserves of boronatrocalcite which it pos- 
sesses in the Puna, which to-day only constitute a very insignificant 
item in our mineral production, as may be seen from the statistical 
tables given further on." 

"The "Compafiia Aguaditas" with a capital of $120,000 m|n., is, 
it can be said, the only entity to-day working in the Puna. Its claims 
are situated in Salinas Grandes (Jujuy) and yield about 1.000 tons 
annually, which are exported to England, demonstrating in a practical 
manner, the feasibility of working these borate fields." 

b) STONE QUARRIES 

"There exist in the Argentine Republic important quarries of 
calcareous rocks, marble, granite, arenaceous rocks, (sandstone), gyp- 
sum, and other classes of rock which enter into this category." 

Calcareous 

"In first place must be mentioned palaezoic calcium carbonate 
which is worked in the Sierras of the Province of Buenos Aires and 
in the Sierras of Cordoba. 



(1) Salinas Chicas, and likewise, I«aguna Bebedero, in San Luis, Salinas Grandes, 
in the Province of C6rdoba and other deposits in the Territory of I«a Pampa and in the 
Province of Buenos Aires have been very intensively worked in the past few years, during 
which they have supplied the requirements of the country. Owing to the high ocean 
freights, it is quite possible that this favourable situation will be maintained. 
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"The workings in the Province of Buenos Aires are situated in the 
region of Hinojo and Olavarria, and they yield a slightly hydraulic 
material, whereas those in the Sierras of Cordoba yield a lime which 
is essentially greasy, the quarries there moreover, being much more 
important. The principal points in the Sierras of Cordoba at which 
calcareous stone is worked are: Malagueno, Estepa, Yocsina, the neigh- 
bourhood of Alta Gracia, La Falda and La Cumbre." 

"There are, in the Provinces of Mendoza, San Juan and La Rio- 
ja, enormous mountains of inferior silurian calcareous rock, worked 
in numerous quarries to meet local requirements but sufficient to 
provide a supply to the whole of the Andine zone for centuries." 

"Again, in the same Provinces, and more to the South, in the 
Territory of Neuquen, but in the Upper Cordillera, there are found 
marine strata of Jurassic and cretaceous rock, which, in the course of 
time, will prove to be a considerable source of calcareous supply/' 

Gypsum. — Anhydrite 

"Gypsum is extraordinarily abundant in Argentina and it would 
occupy much space to enumerate the places at which it is to be 
found." 

"To begin with, mention must be made, in first place, of the 
enormous masses of gypsum in the series of mesozoic strata in the 
Upper Cordillera in San Juan, in Mendoza and in Neuquen. Entire 
mountains are farmed of this material, in the region of Aconcagua, 
for example." 

"Sometimes, in place of gypsum, are found important layers of 
anhydrite, for instance, in the sub-soil of the neighbourhood of the 
"Cerro de los Buitres", where they constitute enormous difficulties 
for boring operations, as can readily be imagined when it is considered 
that anhydric sulphate of lime, mixed with water, increases in volume, 
producing a pressure which nothing can overcome." 

"Many local necessities have been supplied, as is natural, and 
moreover, there are certain important workings amongst which may 
be mentioned those of Entre Rios, where the gypsum contained in the 
clay stratum deposited above the calcareous layer, (to which I have 
already referred) is worked. A large proportion of the gypsum produced 
is utilised in Buenos Aires for ordinary construction purposes." 

"Also worthy of mention are the gypsum quarries situated near 
General Roca in the Territory of Rio Negro, which yield a very pure 
product." 

Building - Stone 

"In first place, may be mentioned, the calcareous rock of the 
Sierras of Cordoba, examples of which are afforded by the Palace 
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of the Legislative Power of the Nation and numerous other buildings". 

"Arenaceous stone (sandstone) is also much in use for like pur- 
poses. It is principally met with in the quarries of Sampacho (Pro- 
vince of Cordoba) and La Cortadera, near Olta (Province of La 
Rioja) but it is also to be found at numerous other points regarding 
which precise data are not available and from which construction 
material for the works of art of railways, bridges, etc., is extracted/' 

"The dolomite of Sierras Bayas, in the Province of Buenos 
Aires is a first-class material and already much in use for floor - 
skirtings, lintels and stairways. The "milonite" of Olavarria, which 
takes on a very beautiful polish, is a highly-appreciated material." 

"Speaking in general terms, it is only in the Sierras of Cordoba 
and in the Sierras of the South of the Province of Buenos Aires, 
that this class of material can be profitably extracted for use in the 
Federal Capital and the large Provincial cities of the littoral, which 
offer the best market." 

Feldspar, Sand and Gravel 

"The principal deposits are found in river-beds, dunes and on 
the sea-coast." 

"The rivers Uruguay and Parana, particularly, afford sand of good 
quality and the Uruguay also gives gravel or "pedregullo", much in 
use in the Federal Capital." 

"The Patagonian coast is also an inexhaustible source of supply of 
this material." These materials have been in demand by the glass industry 
and they have sufficed for all its requirements, existing factories having 
been enlarged and new ones built. The discovery of manganese ore has 
facilitated the development of the industry. Feldspar is abundant in 
the Sierras of Cordoba. 

Onyx marble 

"This ornamental stone, of singular beauty, is known in Europe 
by the doubly improper name of Brazil onyx." 

"The stone is formed of calcareous sediment, deposited in shallow 
pools, the result, very probably, of thermal action; marble, in a word. 
But it has been necessary to add to it the denomination onyx, as that 
is the name by which it is known in the trade." 

"The most important deposits of this product are met with near 
La Toma (Province of San Luis) and at Los Tolditos (Province of 
Mendoza) east of the township of "25 de Mayo", where there are 
found banks of it of a thickness of one and a half metres, and one 
metre respectively. Its predominant colouring is pure green, distribut- 
ed in cloudy form, with veins of red and yellow". 
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Marble 

"The only marbles worked are the crystaline calcareous marbles 
of the Sierras of Cordoba, the white, bluish and rose-coloured varieties 
being remarkable for their beauty. The principal quarries are situated 
at La Calera, La Punilla and La Cumbre. Vilgo, also, in the Province 
of La Rioja, and San Agustin, in the Province of San Juan, likewise 
contain valuable marble quarries." 

Paving - Stone 

"Granite, basalt, andesite and other crystaline rocks, as also certain 
classes of sand -stone (those of Sampacho, for example) abound in 
the Sierras and their working for the provision of stone for paving, 
already of considerable importance, has developed in a constantly 
progressive manner. The principal centres of working are in the 
Sierras of Tandil and Olavarria (Buenos Aires) and the Sierras of 
Cordoba". 

Clay 

Clay of all classes, as the raw article in the pottery and ceramic 
industries and in the making of refractory material, etc., has been 
sought for and found at many points, and has replaced the article 
formerly imported from abroad. All industries in which it is the primary 
material have developed considerably. Specially worthy of mention are 
the deposits at Punta Mogotes and Cerro San Agustin in the Province 
of Buenos Aires, which provide excellent refractory material. Very 
good clay for foundry patterns comes from Junin, in the Province of 
Buenos Aires. 

Kaolin 

"Kaolin has been found in Misiones, in Olavarria and at £1 Za- 
pallar (Province of San Luis), but the importance of the deposits has 
not yet been ascertained. At Cruz del Eje (Cordoba) a deposit of 
good quality has been worked to some extent, but without any very 
important results." 

"The same can be said of the deposits at Alta Gracia, Candelaria, 
and Pampa de Olaen, in the Sierras of Cordoba." 

"Deposits of Kaolin have likewise been met with at Camarones 
and Puerto Deseado (in the Territories of Chubut and Santa Cruz res- 
pectively)" (i). 



(i) The only important deposits yet known are those discovered last year in the 
Department of Poman, Province of Catamarca, at the foot of the Sierra de Ambato, — 
Sijan and Mutquin. They are situated close to the railway line and are well deserving of 
attention.

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CHAPTER IV. — PART X 

COMBUSTIBLES 

SUMMARY 

COAI, AND UGNITE DEPOSITS. — DEPOSITS 0* PETROLEUM AND ITS DERIVATIVES. 

— Output op petroleum at Comodoro Rivadavia, years 1907 to 1918. — Ar- 
gentine forestai, wealth: Forestal workings in 1914. — Exportation of 
forestal products, 1899 to 1918. — transport op wood - fuel and charcoal by 
Argentine railways, years 1900 to 1918. — The fuel problem and its reper- 
cussion in Argentina. 

In view of the importance of the subject matter of this sub - chap- 
ter — one of such capital significance in the development of the 
industries of the country — we extract from the Monograph on "Ar- 
gentine Geology and Mineralogy" of Engineer Senor E. Hermitte 
(from which several paragraphs in the preceding sub -Chapter on the 
"Mining Industry" were quoted), the part relating to coal and petro- 
leum deposits in the Argentine Republic. 

The following are the essential paragraphs dealing with the matter : 

COAL AND LIGNITE DEPOSITS 

"From all that is known regarding coal and lignite deposits in the 
Argentine Republic, it appears that here there prevail the same con- 
ditions as characterise in general, the existence and distribution of 
carbon in the whoie of the austral hemisphere, because, with the 
exception of certain insignificant manifestations of the Tertiary Age, 
met with in Patagonia, Cabo Curioso (Territory of Santa Cruz), and 
Slogett Bay (Tierra del Fuego), almost all the carbon deposits are met 
with in the "Gondwana" stratum, known in the Republic as the "Pa- 
ganzo" stratum, although not very precisely defined" (1). 

"The supposed existence of rich deposits of coal in different 
points of the Argentine Republic is a matter more of legend than of

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fact. Certain affirmations on the subject however, had a foundation 
which, though erroneous was none the less plausible, as occurs, with the 
carboniferous deposits of Neuquen and those in the Department of 
San Rafael (Province of Mendoza) where there is found a combusti- 
ble of undoubted high calorific power and purity, but which is not 
coal, but "Albertite", that is to say, solidified petroleum, to which we 
shall refer later. Others, like those of San Javier, in Misiones, mention- 
ed by Martin de Moussy, are purely fantastic. Others refer, either to 
lignites or to bituminous slate, small carboniferous layers having no 
technical value, as occurs in El Challao and El Sal to (Province of 
Mendoza), Huaco, Trapiche, Marayes, Retamito, and Carpinteria in 
the Province of San Juan, and finally, to omit nothing, let us recall the 
report of the finding of coal in the Sierras of Cordoba, based on the 
discovery of large tourmaline crystals which nevertheless, sufficed to 
arouse public interest." 

"The only field with regard to which there has been reason to 
entertain hopes is that of Salagasta in the Province of Mendoza, but 
unfortunately, this is an exceedingly heterogeneous deposit, the work- 
ing of which, in consequence, would present serious difficulties apart 
from the fact that its composition in general leaves much to be desir- 
ed, the proportion of ash being frequently as high as 45 o|o." 

"In spite of all however, it may be that in the future some simple 
working, sufficient to supply local requirements may be found prac- 
ticable." 

"There also remains the hope that the carrying out of deep 
borings may some day result in the discovery of deposits of certain 
importance, if it be not necessary for the purpose to go excessively 
deep, or provided the technical progress in boring allows of the opera- 
tion being effected under reasonable economic conditions" (1). 

DEPOSITS OP PETROLEUM AND ITS DERIVATIVES 

"The distribution of petroleum deposits, depends obviously, as in 
the case of carbon and lignite deposits, upon geological units, but it 
is gratifying to be able to place on record, at the outset, that the 
economic prospect for the first-mentioned mineral is infinitely more 
favourable than is that for the latter." 

"With our present - day knowledge, apart from certain still doubt- 
ful petroliferous manifestations, four different districts in the country 
can be clearly distinguished: 



(x) To the list of the deposits already enumerated has to be added that of Epuyea 
(lignites in the Tertiary strata), but there is no reason for any fundamental modification 
of the concepts emitted in 1914. According to the Geologist, Dr. Rassmusa, the deposits 
at Marayes, in the Province of San Juan, and those of Paganzo, in the Province of La 
Rioja, are deserving of some attention, and it should be added that the possibility of a more 
profitable utilization of the combustible, in powder form, in accordance with the process 
of the North American engineer, H. Collins might well contribute to meet requirements 
of a local character with success. 
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"ist. The well-defined and limited region of Cacheuta in the 
Southern extremity of the pre - Cordillera part of Mendoza. 

"2nd. The extensive zone of tar and asphalt manifestations in 
the Andine geosynclinal of the Province of Mendoza and the Terri- 
tory of Neuquen. 

"3rd. The Comodoro Rivadavia zone, on the Patagonian coast. 

"4th. The sub -Andine zone, extending from Bolivia to the Pro- 
vinces of Salta and Jujuy." 

First District: (Region of Cacheuta, in Mendosa) 

"The exploration and working of the Cacheuta deposits was 
commenced by the "Compania Mendocina de Petroleo" (with a nominal 
capital of $ 1. 000. 000 m|n), in November 1886, and it gave an output, 
up to 1891, of 8000 tons of petroleum. In spite of the hopes entertained 
as to the success of this enterprise, evidenced by the installation of 
a 101 millimetre diameter pipe-line over a length of 45 kilometres 
to convey the petroleum from the wells to San Vicente, a suburb of 
Mendoza, the Company was obliged to abandon work definitely in 

1897." 

"Subsequently, other syndicates were formed and they attempted 
to carry on the working, but without success, due to the very small 
output of mineral obtained." 

"The petroleum of Cacheuta may be considered in general terms, 
as containing 4 per cent of light oils (benzine, naphtha, etc.), 23 per 
cent of illuminating oil (kerosene) and 73 per cent of heavy oil (contain- 
ing much paraffin)." 

Second District: (Zone in the Andine geosynclinal of the Province of 
Mendosa and Territory of Neuquen) 

"The relations between stratigraphic and tectonic phenomena and 
the existence of manifestations of petroleum and carbonized asphalt 
(Rafaelite) or (Albertite), met with very frequently from the River 
Diamante down to the South of the Territory of Neuquen, are much 
clearer than in the former .case." 

"The abundance of deposits of carbonized asphalt (Asfaltita", "Al- 
bertita" or "Rafaelita" as they are called with us) and the favourable 
situation of some of them, are deserving of consideration." 

"This is a case of a substance belonging to the group of solid hydro- 
carbons, having a high calorific power (9000 to 9500 calories), which 
by distillation produces from 45 to 56 per cent of volatile matter, leav- 
ing as residue a consistent coke almost without ash, and in consequence, 
suitable for many industrial applications, not forgetting the high percen- 
tage of vanadium contained in the ash." 
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"Burned directly on the fire - grate, it becomes pasty and its utilisa- 
tion is rendered appreciably difficult, apart from the fact that a large 
part of the volatile matter is lost without being burnt. But perhaps 
it may be found possible to subject the product to a prior distillation 
process which would allow of its principal component parts being pro- 
fitably utilised separately. Be that as it may, Rafaelite seems, at first 
view, to be a raw material deserving of serious attention" (i). 

Third District: (Zone of Comodoro Rivadavia on the Patagonian coast) 

"The general situation presents very distinct characteristics in the 
petroliferous zone of the Patagonian coast, a zone unknown until a 
deep boring disclosed — on 13th December 1907 — the existence of 
petroleum, in a manner contrary to what happens in all other parts of 
the World, as all borings for petroleum had always previously been 
guided by more or less important surface manifestations, whereas at 
Comodoro Rivadavia, surface manifestations were not present or were 
entirely unperceived. The sub - soil has been studied up to now by 
means of about twenty borings of which fifteen have been carried out 
on an area of 300 hectares within the zone of 5000 hectares which the 
Government has reserved. The others are situated at the North and 
North - West of the reserved zone. It can be said that all borings which 
attain a sufficient depth, about 500 metres below sea -level, — strike 
petroleum. The distance between the farthest - apart borings is 20 
kilometres from North to South and the width of the belt already prov- 
ed is 2 kilometres, thus constituting it one of the most important petro- 
leum - bearing areas in the World." 

"In the Comodoro Rivadavia region the petroleum is met with in 
very sandy loam and clay, and in sand the grains of which are of a 
diameter varying from i|3 of a millimetre to 2 millimetres, within a 
stratum of 30 metres thickness, in which the porous matter appears to 
be distributed in lenticular form, as has been verified by the striking 
of petroleum at all the borings effected." 

"One boring, N? 10, has attained a depth of 634 metres, always 
within the petroleum formation, justifying great hopes for the economic 
future of the region." 

"The petroleum gushes from the wells in abundance, one well hav- 
ing yielded — spontaneously — as much as 770 cubic metres in one 



(1) The considerations expressed, — from the point of view of the possible existence 
of petroleum deposits, in the South-East part of the Territory of Neuquen, — by Engineer 
Hermitte in his study of the geological characteristics of the Second District, have been 
amply confirmed. A boring made under the direction of Engineer Hermitte himself at 
Plaza Huincul has revealed a most interesting deposit — both as regards the quality of the 
petroleum (20 to 25 per cent of naphtha, 35 per cent of kerosene, and 20 to as per cent of 
oils), and the economic situation of the mine (on a railway line) . The results obtained 
have confirmed the conclusions of the geological surveys and justify the expenditure of 
capital in exploration. 
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day, so that up to now, the general average output, per well and per day, 
is the highest known anywhere. Certain borings have encountered — 
before arriving at the petroleum — enormous deposits of gas which 
alone, will in due season, represent a high exponent of wealth." 

"The quality of the * petroleum, or better said, of the product 
obtained from the first petroleum stratum, is, for the Argentine Repu- 
blic, (a country which as we have seen, lacks solid fuels), of exceptional 
importance. It is a heavy petroleum, the density of which varies bet- 
ween 0,916 and 0,932. The proportion of light oils is small : it contains 
sulphur in insignificant proportions (0,14 to 0,24 per cent) and it has 
a heating power of over 10.000 calories." 

"In the state in which it comes out of the wells, the petroleum of 
Comodoro Rivadavia, apart from its use in internal combustion engines 
(Diesel type) can be used as a combustible; and by reason of that fact 
alone, it constitutes a factor destined undoubtedly to modify profoundly 
the economic conditions of the country, without this signifying that it 
would not be possible to derive greater advantage by a well - studied 
distillation process. The few experiments made up to now have de- 
monstrated that there can be extracted from the petroleum of Comodo- 
ro Rivadavia, by destructive distillation, 5 per cent of benzine, 16,27 
per cent of illuminating oils, 67 per cent of oil, and 11,73 per cent of 
coke, all products of exceptional importance as fuel for explosion or 
internal combustion engines, that. is to say, an economic source of mo- 
tive power." 

"At the end of 1914 the production of the oil wells of Comodoro 
Rivadavia — as from that time in full and rapid development — was 
round about 6000 tons monthly." 

Fourth District: (Sub-Andinc zone in the Provinces of Salta and Jnjuy) 

"If it be not possible to trace, as we have seen, well - defined limits 
between the Andine geosynclinal and the region of the Patagonian table- 
lands, with respect to the series of geological occurrences in the meso- 
zoic era, the petroleum - bearing region of the North, on the other hand 
— constituted by the sub -Andine zone of the Provinces of Salta and 
Tucuman — is clearly distinguished from those already dealt with, as 
might be presumed moreover, from the enormous distance which sepa- 
rates them." 

"Up to now, there does not exist properly speaking in the petro- 
leum - bearing region of the North, any working, although some attempts 
have been made, principally in the Sierra de Zapla, at the Laguna 
de la Brea (Province of Jujuy) and in the Quebrada de Galarce 
(Province of Salta)." 

"As regards the quality of the petroleum, as shown by analyses of 
samples taken from the surface, it may be said in a general way, that 
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it is a very liquid product of a colour varying between yellow and 
orange-yellow, rich in illuminants, whilst in other cases, the petroleum 
is somewhat more dense, grayish red in colour, with a greenish scum, 
containing a high proportion of lubricants. The density of the first 
varies between 0,750 and 0,850, whilst that of, the second is 0,900."

THE PORESTAL WEALTH OP ARGENTINA 

In order to obtain an idea of the importance of this source of 
national wealth it will be well to examine the data given further 
on showing the high figures of the capital employed and the value of 
the production of the Argentine forestal industry. The importance of 
these figures is even greater at the present moment as it is notorious 
that the great restrictions operating against the importation of coal 
have brought about an extraordinary consumption of wood - fuel in all 
the industries of the country. It will suffice to observe that the Ar- 
gentine railways used for their traction service in 1913, 1.443.000 tons 
of steam coal, and 446.000 tons of wood fuel, whereas in 1917 they 
used only 328.957 tons of coal and, 3.019.3 11 of wood fuel.

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THE FUEL PROBLEM, AND ITS REPERCUSSION IN ARGENTINA 

Under the above heading, La Nacidn in its issue of 13th September, 
1919, published an article a perusal of which will throw some interest- 
ing light on the study of this problem in Argentina. The following is 
a translation of the article referred to: 

"The world-wide problem of fuel, the effects of which are being 
so seriously felt in the economic life of the country, ought to be enga- 
ging the attention of our industrialists and in fact, of the whole popula- 
tion. Because it is an article of prime necessity and by reason of the 
part it plays in the industrial transformation we are now experiencing, 
the phenomenon should be regarded from three points of view: con- 
sumption, the importation of coal, and the utilization of the wood of 
our forests. These two latter aspects, in turn, are closely vinculated 
with the world-wide situation and with our forestal wealth. 

"The matter, as we have said, lies at the very source both of our 
domestic life and of our industrial regime. Under the first - mentioned 
aspect, the repercussion is being felt in an alarming manner in the rise 
in the cost of living, and due to causes which we shall specify further on, 
it has brought about the birth of an industry which we ought to foster. 
As to the second aspect, it will suffice to recall the fact that our 
manufacturing awakening will assume a solid basis always provided 
that we can count upon fuel of good quality at a reasonable cost. 
Unfortunately, the substitute which it was desired to utilise in place of 
coal and wood — that is to say, petroleum — is not as yet, produced 
in a sufficient quantity. Let it be noted, moreover, that means of trans- 
port, both fluvial and terrestrial, are for the most part dependent upon 
fuel for their working. With these premises, let us now proceed to 
analyse the real situation in our country. 

"The forestal wealth which we possess, great as it is, is not suffi- 
cient for our fuel demands, nor is it logical that we should employ it to 
satisfy them in their entirety. This was why, in former years, the 
greater part of our requirements were met by the importation of coal, 
which like all other imports, has suffered from the effects of the War 
as the following figures show.

"The foregoing figures require no comment, except to say that it 
is unnecessary to mention the causes of the phenomenon — they are 
only too well known. It is desirable, on the other hand, to point out 
how the country has been defended against scarcity and how it has 
satisfied its requirements, with, as is but logical, the corresponding re- 
percussion on prices. Our wood - fuel commerce will provide sufficient 
explanation. We have only available, up to the present, the statistics of 
the wood carried by the railways, there being lacking to us those rela- 
ting to that which arrived by river transport — likewise an important 
quantity. But the table of wood - transport which follows will serve 
for our demonstration.

"Apart from the anomaly of 1915, which we incline to attribute to 
an error in statistical compilation, we can see clearly the phenomenon 
of the concomittance of circunstances we have noted. It is proved then, 
that in the case of coal, comparing the years 191 1 and 1917, tHere was a 
reduction of three million tons and one of 25 million kilos in the case of 
coke, whereas in the case of wood there was an increase of over one 
million tons, in the quantities carried by the railways alone. Obviously, 
we should take into account the augmentation in the production of 
artificial fuel, as also the fact that many industries have installed petro- 
leum - burning plants. But, we have reasonable and even scientific ground 
for the belief that the excessive consumption of the wood from our fo- 
rests ought not to be a matter for congratulation, because we think that 
this felling means the waste of a great part of our wealth in building 
material. There are, undoubtedly, certain forests of fuel trees, but i\ $„ ^ 
a fact that wealth is squandered when large trunks of quebracho, ; j$ : - \ 
algarrobo and of so many other kinds of timber are felled for fuel, - 
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when they could serve as excellent timber for building purposes. Here 
we have an anti - economic and negative proposition, threatening us 
with the irreparable destruction of a great source of wealth. 

"We ought to take into consideration the cost of the fuel— -coal as 
well as wood — in order to appreciate all the importance that this matter 
has in our economy. The index numbers of the Revista de Economic, 
Argentina and those compiled in the Seminary of the Faculty of Eco- 
nomic Sciences, provide us with the following data:

"If we look at imports according to countries of origin, it will be 
observed that up to August 19 14 Great Britain furnished almost the 
whole supply. But the War soon brought the United States into evi- 
dence as the figures show.

"Now, these occurrences, before and during the War, force us to 
meditate upon the future situation in our market, of the coal - producing 
countries. It is only the conditions of production in those countries 
that will serve as a guide to us at the moment when a period of peace is 
about to be inaugurated at the same time too that the Treaty has modi- 
fied, to some extent, the mineral situation of Europe. 

"We shall have to leave Germany out of account as a source of 
coal supply for many years to come as she has lost the Saar and Upper 
Silesia, which in terms of the Peace Treaty, pass under other sovereign- 
ties, thus diminishing her production by 25 per cent, because in the Saar 
district alone, 12 million tons were extracted in 19 13, and in Upper 
Silesia 44 millions. In that same year Germany exported 34 million 
tons of coal, a quantity in itself much below the output of the districts 
now lost to her. Furthermore, Austria before the War, received from 
Germany 11 millions tons of coal annually. Then, in addition to all 
this, there is the coal indemnity which Germany owes to France, Italy 
and Belgium. . . 

"There remain, therefore, Great Britain, South Africa and the 
United States. What is the situation at the present time? Production 
in Great Britain, contrary to what is occurring in the United States, is 
not very steady. So as not to cite too many figures, let us take several 
typical years.

"Without doubt, the labour troubles and the reduction of the work- 
ing day have been in part, the cause of the falling off in production. 
But we believe that this will only be temporary and that the United 
States will resume its ascendant position ; because when E. W. Parker, 
in an article published in 1908, forecasted the coal production of the 
United States, although he was considered too optimistic, the results 
exceeded all anticipations. Experts at that time, forecasted a production 
of a thousand million tons in the near future. Imagine the importance 
of that to us. It we compare the exportation of both countries we 
shall see that Great Britain still maintains the supremacy, but with a 
tendency for it to be disputed by the United States.

"In the month of February of the current year, the United States 
exported 983.775 tons. Great Britain attained her maximum of expor- 
tation in 1913 With 73.400.000 tons. The North Americans, who are 
anxious to conquer our market and that of all South America, consider 
tfcat they have only one serious rival to fear: South Africa; because 
k «tnere the cost of production is cheaper, apart from the advantage of its 
' geographical situation. In 1912, it cost to produce each ton of coal : 
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England: 9 shillings and 3)4 pence. 

United States : 6 shillings and 1 penny. 

South Africa: 4 shillings and 11 pence. 

"In the year 1917, South Africa produced 10.328.623 tons of coal. 
It is understandable therefore that this Dominion should be attracting 
the attention of importers, particularly as it is so close to the River 
Plate, although in the opinion of experts, South African coal does not 
give so many calories as the British and North American product. 

"Brazil is another country just commencing coal working, but on 
a very small scale, and its mines are close to our frontiers. However, in 
1916, 2203 tons were extracted, and in 1917, 6400 tons. 

"The facts above stated indicate a well-defined state of affairs. 
Our fuel requirements will have to be met not only out of our wood 
production, but also by imports of coal from Great Britain, and the 
United States, who in the future will share the market. Once this com- 
merce is regularized, fuel prices will again become normal, contributing 
thus to solve one of the problems of the cost of living."

DEVELOPMENT OF THE MEAT INDUSTRY 

The process of the evolution of Argentine livestock and of the 
trade in its products is well known. The old-time "Saladeros" (Salt- 
ing establishments) which prepared "tasajo" (jerked meat) and cer- 
tain other classes of preserved meat have been replaced by the "frigo- 
rificos" whose method of preparing meat has attained to the maximum 
of perfection, with the result that their products have taken the place 
almost entirely of every other form of meat exportation, including 
that of animals on the hoof. 

Notwithstanding the shipping difficulties caused by the war, meat 
exportation has attained, in these past few years, a very considerable 
development, as will be seen further on. 

For the purpose of comparison, there are given in the following 
table the meat export figures for the years 1894 and 1914, showing 
quantities and value:

As is seen, the total value of meat exports which in 1894 was 
$ 11.755.368 gold, rose in 1914 to $ 96.924.253 gold, the increase 
being equivalent to 741 per cent. 

In 1894 the products of the "Frigorificos" represented little more 
than 16 per cent of the total meat exports ("tasajo" and animals on 
the hoof excluded), whereas in 1914 the proportion amounted to 
nearly 90 per cent.

The joint Capital of these establishment in the year 1914 amount- 
ed to $ 92.991.909 m|n; according to the details shown in the follow- 
ing table:

The value of the output of the "frigorificos", "saladeros" and canned 
meat factories amounted in 19 14 — according to the National Census — 
to $ 268.411 .886 m|n., a figure which can be taken as very approximate 
to the truth. The Census does not give us trustworthy data as to the 
value of the distinct products which go to make up the total mentioned. 
For that reason it is preferable not to take it into account, but to present 
instead, a table showing the quantities and the values of the principal 
livestock products exported during the year 1914, some of which may 
not have been produced in the meat preparing establishments.

THE "BOLSA DE COMERCIO" (STOCK EXCHANGE) OF 
BUENOS AIRES (1) 

The "Bolsa de Comercio" was founded on 20th November 1854 
as a private association. 

Its articles of constitution permitted the entry, as members, of 
traders, landowners and proprietors subscribing the same, and made 
it obligatory that "Bolsa" brokers should be admitted in such capa- 
city subject to the approval of the "Camara Sindical de la Bolsa" 
(Syndical Chamber of the Stock Exchange). Temporary residents, 
introduced by members of the "Bolsa" could also become members, 
provided they had been dealing on the Exchange for three months, 
and that they stated their intention in writing of continuing to do so.

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Members were authorised te effect any legitimate transaction 
during the official hour (i to 2 p. m.), between each other, without 
the intervention of brokers, except in the case of dealings in public 
securities or in precious metals. 

To enforce discipline and exercise the administration, a Syndical 
Chamber was constituted, composed of a Syndic and six member* 
elected for one year by a relative majority of the subscribers. The 
Syndic and three members had to be traders and the three other 
members, "Bolsa" brokers. The regulations also established the manner 
in which operations had to be carried out by the brokers and the com- 
mission corresponding to each class of transaction, and they also or- 
dained the formulation of a monthly statement of current rates for 
brokers' commission. Finally, the regulations contained disciplinary 
ordinances to apply to cases of breach of any of them and of the 
laws, establishing the penalties of censure, fines, suspension and ex- 
pulsion. 

The regulations of the year 1886 were mainly designed to sup- 
plement and to circumscribe more extensively the provisions of the 
first regulations, embodying at the same time, new provisions regard- 
ing the internal working. These regulations raised the number of 
persons having the right of entry to the "Bolsa" (Captains of merchant 
ships, diplomats, representatives of the Government) and they main- 
tained the Syndical Chamber, with nine members, as the adminis- 
trative council of the "Bolsa". They also provided for the institu- 
tion of the "Camara de Comercio" (Chamber of Commerce) with 
a membership of fifty, distributed amongst all branches of business 
its functions being to represent the interests of commerce, compile 
commercial statistics, study economic questions, and act as an 
arbitral board between members in general. There was also created 
a "Comision del Interior" (Internal Committee) to be the immediate 
superior authority over the brokers and the intermediary between 
them and the Syndical Chamber. With respect to official quotations, 
the regulations established, (inter alia) the following conditions: the 
amount of a share issue not to be less than $ 500.000 m|n, and 40 
per cent to be paid up in the case of capital of joint stock companies, 
the petition having to be published beforehand in the institution. 

The reform of the Commercial Legislation of the Nation, in 
1890 obliged the "Bolsa de Comercio" to operate in the charactei 
of a joint stock company (Commercial Code, Book I, Title III). On 
this occasion, its regulations were entirely amended after detailed 
study, and new statutes (Memoranda of Association) were drawn 
up which up to now, notwithstanding that they have since been 
amended several times and on very important points, continue 
to be the basis of the regulations governing the institution. Amongst 
the reforms of the statutes effected in the years 1893 and 1894, 
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1904, I9°8> I 9°9 an <* I 9 II » should be mentioned as being the 
most important, the suppression of the Syndical Chamber and the 
transfer of its functions to the Chamber of Commerce (1904); the 
authorization, after lengthy negotiations, for the establishement of a 
national produce "futures" market ( 1908 - 9) ; and the power given 
it to acquire real estate for the carrying out of its objects, and of issuing 
debentures. Moreover, in the year 1904, the "Bolsa de Comercio" drew 
up for itself special regulations containing the provisions relative to 
its internal constitution which had been eliminated from the statutes. 

At the present time the "Sociedad Anonima" (Joint Stock Com- 
pany) "Bolsa de Comercio" is governed by the statutes in the form 
approved by decree of the Superior Government on 2nd September 191 1. 

The object of the "Bolsa de Comercio" is to provide a meeting 
place for its members wherein they may transact all their business in a 
legal manner ; to represent the merchants and the producers of the coun- 
try for the defence of their interests ; bring about uniformity in commer- 
cial usage, and promote the formation of "Camaras gremiales" (Cham- 
bers representing distinct businesses). The association is authorised 
to acquire real estate and enter into the necessary contracts for the ad- 
ministration of or the building upon such property (amendment of 
191 1 to enable the "Bolsa" to acquire its own building). 

The management is entirely in the hands of the "Camara de la 
Bolsa de Comercio" which exercises the official representation of the 
institution. The "Camara" is composed of nineteen members and of 
the Presidents (two) of the "Camaras gremiales". Of the nineteen 
members, three have to be general members of the "Bolsa", three, 
brokers, and thirteen, merchants each one representing a branch of com- 
merce which is not represented by one of the "Camaras gremiales". 
The President, Vice-President and other members have to be elected 
annually out of their own number. One third of the membership has 
to be renovated annually. There is also a Syndic — elected at the ge- 
neral meeting of members, — who must himself be a member of five 
years' standing. At the present time there are two "Camaras gremia- 
les": the "Camara del Interior" and the "Camara Gremial de Cerea- 
les" (Grain Trade Chamber). To the latter belong members engaged 
in the grain trade. Each Chamber hast its own internal regulations, 
duly approved by the "Camara de la Bolsa de Comercio". The "Ca- 
maras gremiales" have to safeguard the interests of their respective tra- 
des or businesses, bringing before the "Camara de la Bolsa" matters 
of general or particular interest. The "Camara del interior" exercises 
the representation of the "Bolsa" brokers. 

The "Bolsa de Comercio" has a fixed capital, consisting of the 
Reserve Fund which existed at 31st December 1903, amounting to 
$ 61.162.92 m|n. Amongst its resources are the entrance fees, con- 
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sidered as being nominative shares of the association (at present $ ioo 
m|n) and the monthly subscriptions ($ 5 m|n). With 10 per cent of 
the monthly subscription (90 per cent goes to the Company owning the 
"Bolsa" building) and its other resources, (except entrance fees) the 
Reserve Fund is formed: this at the end of 1910, amounted to 
$ 20.079,12 m[n and at 31st December 1911 to $ 30.289,89 m|n (1). 

The right of entry to the establishment of the "Bolsa de Comer- 
cio" pertains to members, and to the persons specified in Article 47 
of the regulations (representatives of the public powers, diplomats, 
ship-captains, reporters and temporary visitors). The latter have to 
present an application signed by a member, at the office of the 
Manager of the "Bolsa", who posts it up inside the precincts of the 
Exchange. The persons specified in the article quoted only have the 
right to be present in the "Bolsa", the right to effect dealings within 
it being exclusive to its members. 

Merchants apid traders, domiciled in the Capital, carrying on 
business in a legal manner and of unblemished reputation are eligible 
for membership. Every person wishing to become a member of the 
"Bolsa" must address himself in writing to the "Camara de la Bolsa", 
and be presented by two members who are responsible for his good 
character. The application has to be displayed for eight days in the 
main hall of the Bolsa, and thereafter, the Chamber ("Camara") decides 
regarding it, two adverse votes involving the rejection of the candi- 
date. Every member has to pay the entrance fee in advance, as also 
the monthly subscription. In addition to the rights enumerated in the 
statutes (Article 9) each member is entitled (Article 29) to apply for 
the admision of one or two of his clerks, making himself responsible 
for their conduct. The clerks cannot enter into contracts within the 
establishment otherwise than as the legal representatives of their em- 
ployer. The number of members in 1906 was 4067, in 1910, 3843, and 
in 191 1, 3901. 

General meetings of members, constituted by the members present at 
the time fixed, must take place ordinarily during the first half of March 
of each year to consider the Annual Report and Balance Sheet, and 
to elect members for vacancies on the "Camara". 

Amongst the operations which may be carried out on the "Bolsa" 
the most important are dealings in gold or silver, public bonds and 
funds, and those of joint stock companies, always provided the forma- 
lities prescribed in the regulations of the "Bolsa" be observed. The 
conditions for dealing in stocks and shares appear on pages 15 and 
91 of the regulations. These operations cannot be effected without the 
intervention of brokers duly admitted to the "Bolsa", and who, in 
that capacity must prove that they fulfil the requisites prescribed by

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the general regulations. The brokers are entitled to the commision 
assigned to them by the regulations and they also have the exclu- 
sive right to sell stocks and shares at auction within the precincts of the 
Exchange on obtaining the authorization of the "Camara de la Bolsa". 
The liquidation (settlement) of all dealings effected by "Bolsa" brokers, 
has to be made by the official liquidator, elected and remunerated by 
the brokers. Contracts entered into by brokers are binding directly 
upon their principals. Dealings may be for cash or "forward". 
Only cash quotations may be made of dealings in securities not fully 
paid up. All dealings to be liquidated on the day of the transaction 
must be for cash. All business done within the precincts of the "Bol- 
sa" must be noted on the black-board, entered in the "Diary of 
transactions", and published in the "Boletin Oficial de la Bolsa de 
Comercio" . 



In the two tables which follow are shown in general resume, 
the operations effected on the Buenos Aires "Bolsa de Comerd©'' 
(Stock Exchange), in public bonds and mortgage "cedulas", as also 
in the shares of joint - stock companies, in the years 1906 to 1918, 
the figures being taken from the respective annual returns of the insti- 
tution .

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MORTGAGES IN THE REPUBLIC (i) 
Large amortizations in the last few years 



In 1905 the value of all the mortgages in force in the Republic 
amounted to not less than 1000 million pesos national currency. During 
the ten years following, the difference in favour between mortgages 
and cancellations amounted to nearly 200 million pesos per annum, 
till it reached the extraordinary figure of 3000 millions in 191 5 
(2.989.349.216), as was ascertained by the "Comision Investigadora 
Hipotecaria" (Mortgage investigating committee) appointed during 
the Ministry of Dr. Carbo. 

If things had gone on at the same rate we should to-day be 
approaching the 4000 million figure; but, as from 1915, a reaction 
has set in which has changed the aspect of the phenomenon fundamen- 
tally. Instead of new mortgages on a large scale being constituted, 
mortgage loans are being paid off. Not only has mortgage capital not 
augmented, but it has been withdrawn to an extent so great as to re- 
present an important economic effort throughout the whole country 
The capital invested in mortgages has been reduced by no less a sum 
than 600.000.000 pesos. 

In certain instances, it was a case of forced cancellations, as is 
borne out by the fact that during the year 191 5, there were at one 
time in process nearly 4000 mortgage foreclosures representing a value 
of 220.000.000 pesos. In other instances, it was a case of paying off 
mortgages in gold to convert them into Cedulas, taking advantage of 
the difference in exchange and reducing their value. The "Banco Hi- 
potecario Nacional" (National Mortgage Bank) increased its loans 
by $ 75.000.000 m|n. during the years 191 5 to 1918, in spite of the 
important reduction in mortgages in general. Practically speaking, 
it was the substitution of mortgages of all kinds — many of them held 
abroad — by the Argentine Cedula. In other cases finally, the debts 
have been paid off out of profits derived from production and industry. 
The consequence is that mortgages in force amount to-day to 
2.400.000.000 pesos as against 3000 millions in 1915. Suposing that 
the value of territorial property, estimated by the Mortgage inves- 
tigating committee at 18.000 million $ m|n., has risen again to-day, 
after the fall experienced in 1916 and 1917 to the former level, the 
mortgages instead of representing 15.5 % of our territorial property 
would represent 13.3 %.

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The relative weight of the mortgages cannot in all cases be 
assigned to the value of the territorial property of the whole country 
without the clanger of an optimistic interpretation, seeing that prac- 
tically only one third part of the soil is worked, as has been pointed out 
in a study of the subject. 

If we take into account the relation of the actual incomes to the 
interest absorbed by the mortgages, the problem of the redemption of 
mortgage bonds acquires greater importance. It was calculated that 
mortgage interest absorbed 55 per cent of the income derived from 
territorial property in 191 5. The reduction we are now studying 
brings this proportion down to 47 %. 

If during the next few years the amount of mortgages in force 
does not increase, we should arrive at the completest rectification of 
the abnormal situation created between 1905 and 1914. Later on, the 
increase of production and the development of our industries will 
render an increase in mortgage capital not only possible but advanta- 
geous, always provided, naturally, that its final application were of a 
reproductive character. And the contrary is not likely to occur. The 
past five years have brought most valuable experience to all those who 
did not appreciate the value of the labour accumulated by the preceding 
generation. 

The distribution of mortgage capital, according to Provinces and 
Territories, according to the data furnished to the Investigating Com- 
mittee by the property registers in the Federal Capital, the Provinces 
and the National Territories was as follows:

The Mortgage Investigating Committee considered this figure to 
be higher than the real one. We, however, are not in agreement with 
that opinion. We consider that the real amount ought to be consi- 
derably higher and we base our belief on the fact that the capital 
invested in mortgages in the Federal Capital in 1915 amounted, accord- 
ing to the information above quoted, to $ 910.665.156 m|n., notwith- 
standing that the difference between new mortgages and amortizations 
in the preceding decade amounted to $ 920.000.000 according to the 
publications of the Property Register.

In the Province of Buenos Aires the phenomenon of amortization 
is as important as it is in the Federal Capital. The latest data compiled 
in the Province relate to the year 191 7, and demonstrate that the cancel- 
lations comprise 5.750 operations of a total value of $ 174.000.000 m|n. 
whilst the new mortgages effected by means of 6170 operations, 
represent a value of $ 126.000.000 m|n. The difference against, that 
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is to say, the sum amortized during the year, amounted to $ 48.000.000 
m|n. 

As can be deduced from the approximate data of the "Banco Hipo- 
tecario National" (National Mortgage Bank) published in the April 
number of the Bank's Review, amortizations in the Province of Santa 
Fe in the years 1915 to 1917 exceeded by $ 59.000.000 m|n., the new 
mortgages effected; in Entre Rios, by $ 15.000.000 m|n. ; in San Juan, 
by $ 1.500.000 m|n.; in Catamarca, by $ 1.500.000 m|n. ; and in the 
National Territories, by $ 16.000.000 m|n. 

Urban mortgages differ entirely from rural ones, in respect both 
of origin and results. This extraordinary constitution of mortgages in 
the Federal Capital in the decade 1905-1914 is linked up with the 
extraordinary building development which occurred simultaneously, and 
the intimate relation between these two series of facts may be observed 
by comparing the figures of value of the new buildings and those of the 
new mortgages.

It has not been possible up to the present to establish the propor- 
tion of these cancellations which corresponds to mortgage values domi- 
ciled abroad. In the last economic balance formulated by the National 
Statistical Department, corresponding to the year 1917, the figure is 
estimated at $ 17.200.000 gold, or say, $ 39.000.000 m|n., as the total of 
the sums remitted abroad in respect of "redemption of mortgages", a 
figure which has possibly been surpassed in 1918, and one which, given 
the present advantage of the foreign exchanges, will not be less in 1919. 

The foregoing observations suffice to demonstrate the importance 
of this economic phenomenon and the necessity for improved and more 
comprehensive information on the subject The deficiency of the data 
and their fragmentary character impose certain reservations and do not 
allow of a definitive study of the question to which this article is our 
contribution. It is to be hoped that the important investigation being 
carried out by the "Banco Hipotecario National" will proceed with 
all the thoroughness necessary, in order that within a year, it will be 
possible to study the matter fundamentally, anticipate its consequences 
for the country and appreciate ulterior developments. 
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RURAL REAL ESTATE TRANSACTIONS IN ARGENTINA, igi8: 
SALES AND MORTGAGES 

A recently - issued Report by the Director of Rural Economy and 
Statistics, Dr. Emilio Lahitte, deals with transactions affecting rural 
properties - sales and mortgages - during 1918: 

"Sales during that year amounted to $ 349.360.782 m|n, and the 
area of the properties which changed hands was 6.435.518 hectares. 
The annual averages over the decade 1907-1916 were $ 284.128.721 
m|n and 8.142.770 hectares. These figures regarded merely as 
arithmetical expressions, would indicate a noteworthy rise in land values ; 
but fundamental errors might arise from their adoption as proof of a 
constant valorization of land in relation to continuous agricultural 
progress in the direction of securing a larger yield, and thus arrive at a 
correlation of facts to support an economic doctrine regarding land 
rentals, their classified distribution, the causes of augmented values, and 
the consequences from a fiscal point of view, which might follow from 
such doctrine. 

"In Argentina, there is a market in land, as in other countries 
there is a market in portable securities: during phases of speculation, 
lands of all classes are offered in that market, regardless of the con- 
ditions under which they can be worked ; they are sold at prices which 
leave some margin of profit over their purchase price ; they are bought 
with the hope of a further profit on re-sale. Into how many parts is 
the difference between the first and last sale prices divided, and what 
is the value of each of those parts? What equitable incidence would 
result from a tax on that perpetual transfer of properties, which, in 
a very short time, have passed from one owner to another, in some 
cases with varying gains, in others with losses, when the end of the 
periodical cycle of speculation arrives? 

"Nothing could speak with more eloquence in this respect than 
statistics regarding this enormous movement in territorial values, which 
first became accentuated in 1901. The following table gives the quin- 
quennial totals of sales:

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"If we exclude from these figures, sales in the National Territories 
(except the Pampa Central), these operations being regarded as not 
possessing the same commercial character in the majority of cases, we 
see that, of a total area of 176.541.700 hectares, 64 per cent of that 
part of the territory — 11 3. 677. 162 hectares — has changed ownership. 
Does this signify a proportional increase in the number of proprietors? 
The manner in which the Property Registers in all the Provinces are 
kept, permits us to know the number of properties, to determine the 
annual increase in that number, and to classify them by area; but the 
task on which we are now engaged shows how difficult it would be 
to ascertain the number of proprietors with a view to gauging the 
economic and social consequences of the movement in land values 
which the foregoing figures indicate. A further deficiency by which 
we are hampered, one which renders difficult any exact interpretation 
of those figures, is the inclusion in the sale prices of the values of 
buildings and fixed installations, no separate valuation of the land itself 
being given : thus, for instance, we receive notification of the sale of 50 
hectares of land at a price exceeding a million pesos, and subsequent 
investigation rarely produces any practical result. The new course of 
world economy, and that of our own finances, demands that the public 
powers should be in possession of more precise, more scientific data, by 
which official action may be guided; the time when a mere modifi- 
cation of our customs tariff sufficed to maintain the balance in our 
national finances, has passed. At a later opportunity, I shall point out 
some possible modifications in our statistical procedure, tending to 
this end.

"The Property Registers furnish us with no information regarding 
mortgage loans outstanding at any given date, nor do they permit us 
to arrive at an average duration of the mortgages, and it would most 
decidedly be necessary to know the charge which such debts impose 
upon rural property, in order to gauge the range of action of a 
tributary system aimed at income or increase in value. 
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The following is a comparison between the figures . relating to 
sales over the period 1901-1917 and those referring to mortgages over 
the same period:

"The mortgages, in round figures, amounted to 70 per cent. In 
other words, mortgage credits have intervened in 70 per cent of sales 
of rural properties, during a period which was conspicuous for such 
transactions; and it must be remembered that the facilities afforded 
by the National Mortgage Bank both as regards interest and amorti- 
zation, have been but little utilized in this case: the operations of that 
institution in rural loans during the period here dealt with did not 
exceed $ 319.050.286 mjn, or say 11,5 per cent of the total ot 
mortgage transactions registered. Indubitably, this extraordinary 
movement in territorial values comprises some which were productive, 
and others which were not, and it is equally certain that this 
phenomenon has intimate relation to the real value and to the rental 
value of the land ; to rents, high for the colonist, low for the landown- 
er; to the advantages of a fiscal system which would have due regard 
to those facts; but our statistics are too incomplete to permit us to 
offer such data. It is in this understanding that I am at present 
occupied in preparing plans for an organization of this nature, to-day 
indispensable." 
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NATIONAL JOINT STOCK COMPANIES (i) 

The number of joint-stock companies in the Republic in 1917 was 
840, of which 69 per cent, or say, 581 were national, and the remain- 
ing 31 o|o, or say, 259, foreign. Amongst foreign companies, the 
English occupy first place with 150, or say, 58 per cent of the total 
of the foreign companies; next come the North Americans, with 28 
companies; the Belgians, with 25; the French with 19; and the Ger- 
mans with 12; the nationalities of the remainder can be seen from 
the corresponding Census table. 

To facilitate their study, they have been classified in three great 
categories: joint-stock companies engaging in commerce, those ope- 
rating industrial establishments, and the railways. The last mentioned 
are classified apart, having regard to the fact that they do not in rea- 
lity constitute commercial enterprises, but rather, public services of a 
special nature, so that we are enabled to appreciate separately, compa- 
nies which are, properly-speaking, industrial and commercial, and the 
railways. 

The National commercial joint-stock companies have a paid-up 
capital of $ 718.422.594 m|n, whereas the capital of the foreign com- 
panies only amounts to $ 459.914.551 m|n. In like manner, the paid up 
capital of the National industrial joint-stock companies totals to 
$ 303.350.085 m|n, whilst that of the similar foreign companies is 
only $ 220.863.057 m|n. On the other hand, the paid-up capital of Na- 
tional joint-stock companies operating railways is $ 22.565.000 m|n 
whereas that of the foreign companies is $ 2.923.570.753 m|n. 

Without taking into account therefore, the capital of the railways, 
which in reality do not constitute commercial enterprises, but rather 
public services, as we have already said, and which are nearly all foreign, 
— and mainly British, — the National capital invested in joint-stock 
companies engaged in commerce and industry is greater than the fo- 
reign. 

This fact should dispel the common belief that National capital 
is withheld from investment in all enterprises of real utility for the 
progress of the country. 

In classifying foreign capital according to nationalities, British ca- 
pital stands out pre-eminent, figuring with $ 3.1 18.495.326 m|n applied 
to commerce, out of a total of $ 3.383.485.304 m|n; and with 
$ 185.459.962 m|n applied to industries, out of a total of $220,863,057 
m|n. This is not extraordinary however, as it has always been British 
capital which has displayed most confidence in the future of our af-

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fairs, and which has contributed most to the development of the Na- 
tional economy. Next in importance comes French capital, followed by 
Belgian, North American, Chilian, German, Dutch and others of les- 
ser importance. 

In the table showing assets, we see that National commercial joint- 
stock companies own moveable property to the value of $ 281.874.546 m|n. 
immoveable property, $ 413.134.807 m|n; securities (stocks, bonds, etc.) 
$ 69.023.680 m|n; ordinary credits, $ 321.319.257 m|n; mortgage cre- 
dits, $ 209.205.574 m|n; and secured credits, $ 41470.715 m|n. Na- 
tional industrial joint-stock companies exhibit the following assets: mo- 
veable property, $ 172.427.042 m|n; immoveable property, $ 266.070.582 
m|n; securities, (stocks, bonds, etc.) $ 22.400.801 m|n; ordinary cre- 
dits, $ 78.509.840 m|n; mortgage credits, $ 16.095.121 m|n; and se- 
cured credits, $ 4.961.840 m|n. 

The assets of the foreign commercial joint-stock companies are 
as follows: moveable property, $ 280.609.890 m|n; immoveable pro- 
perty, $ 551.821. 105; securities, (stocks, bonds, etc.) $ 59.727.279 n\|n; 
ordinary credits, $ 201.672.454 m|n; mortgage credits, $ 377.235.569 mjn; 
secured credits, $ 65.244.817 m|n. Those of foreign industrial compa- 
nies are: moveable property, $ 236.810.784 m|n; immoveable property, 
$ 253.164.258 m|n ; securities (stocks, bonds, etc.) $ 26.983.529 m|n ; ordi- 
nary credits, $ 38.975.745 m|n; mortgage credits, $ 467.332 and 
secured credits, $ 50.000 m|n. The assets of the National railways 
figure at $ 22.569.780 m|n; whilst those of the foreign railways amount 
to $3,071,242,453 m|n. 

The table showing the nationalities of the capital shows us that 
of the $ 427.036.493 m|n owned by National industrial companies, 
$ 368.945.086 m|n corresponds to National capital invested in the coun- 
try, $ 7.531.362 to National capital invested abroad and $ 50.560.045 m|n 
to foreign capital. In like manner, of the $ 1. 100.514.750 m|n owned 
by National commercial joint-stock companies, $ 978.1 12.451 m|n per- 
tains to National capital invested in the country, $ 35.324.103 to Na- 
tional capital invested outside the country and $ 87.078.196 to foreign 
capital. As regards the National railways the $ 22.565.000 m|n pertain- 
ing to them is all National capital invested in the country. With res- 
pect to foreign companies we find that of the $ 281.223.094 m[n per- 
taining to foreign industrial companies, $ 281.029.958 m|n corresponds 
to foreign capital and only $ 193.135 m|n to National capital invested 
in the country. Likewise, of the $ 592.442.266 m|n pertaining to foreign 
commercial companies $ 590.737.721 m|n corresponds to foreign ca- 
pital and $ 1.704.545 m|n to National capital invested in the country. 
As regards the foreign railways, out of a total of $ 3.135.302.774 m|n, 
$3,134,927,191 corresponds to foreign capital and $ 375.583 m|n. to 
National capital invested in the country. 
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The reserve funds of the national companies are higher than those 
of the foreign. In effect, whereas in the case of national commercial 
companies they total to $ 179.239.625, they amount, for the foreign 
commercial companies, to $ 45.345.214 m|n, and whilst for national 
industrial companies they amount to $ 75.494.681 m|n, those of the 
foreign industrial companies only total to $ 72. 194.277 m|n. On the other 
hand, the reserves of the National railways amount to $ 337.540 mjn, 
whereas those of the foreign railways are $ 96.066.141 m|n. 

As regards debenture liabilities, those of Argentine joint-stock 
companies are much less than those of foreign companies. Thus we see 
that National commercial companies have debenture liabilities to the 
extent of $ 100.730.318 m|n, whereas foreign commercial companies' 
debenture© amount to $ 205*. 376. 588 m|n. In like manner, National in- 
dustrial companies have debenture obligations amounting to $44,421,472 
m|n, whilst those of foreign industrial companies are $ 90.478.909 m|n. 
The National railways have debentures outstanding to the value of 
$ 14.890.909 m|n, whilst those of the foreign railways amount to 
$ 1. 251. 038. 971 m|n. 

National joint-stock companies employ 80.470 persons between Di- 
rectors, employees and workmen, whereas the foreign companies give 
employment to 154.021, between Directors, employees and workmen. 
However, it is desirable to point out that if we leave out of account 
the personnel of the railways, which in the case of the National rail- 
ways amount to 2.487, and in that of the foreign, to 89.042, National 
joint-stock companies engaged in commerce and industry give employ- 
ment to a greater number of persons than do the foreign. In effect, the 
National companies employ 77.983 persons whereas the foreign compa- 
nies give occupation to 64.979. 

The railways are only separated from the commercial joint-stock 
companies in the general resume, to allow of their importance in the 
general aggregate being duly appreciated; but in the different tables 
which follow, each dealing with its distinct heading, the data relative 
to railways are included with that relating to companies engaged in 
commerce. 

This investigation is a timely one and it provides useful figu- 
res regarding the importance of joint-stock companies now that an in- 
come tax is contemplated and at the same time it may afford sugges- 
tions as to the most desirable manner of investing reserves.

The 679 joint stock companies existing in the country in 1914, 
which furnished data for the Census of that year, had a capital 
authorised, in the form of ordinary and preference shares and deben- 
tures amounting to a total of $ 4.608.614.669 m|n. The capital 
paid-up by shareholders amounted to $ 3.826.698.627 m|n. This 
capital, at the issue price of the shares subscribed amounted to 
$ 4.162.526.720 m|n. 

The total of the portable values amounted nevertheless, to a much 
higher figure than that here shown, because in the latter are not 
included many associations, companies, etc., which were not inscribed 
in the general commercial register. 

In the following table, joint stock companies are divided into 32 
groups, according to the branch of commerce or industry in which they 
are engaged, the number of companies corresponding to each classi- 
fication and the respective capital being likewise indicated:

As is seen in the foregoing table, the most important capital item 
is that of the railways — $ 1.377. 694. 21 2 m|n — although that figure 
is far from representing the actual capital of the railways in that year, 
as will be observed from the tables relating to railway statistics in 
Chapter VI, "Communications", as in the total is not included, either 
the capital of the State railways or that of companies which, as has 
already been said, are not inscribed in the general commercial register. 

Next in order of importance, is the group corresponding to banking 
establishments, the total amount of whose shares, at issue price, is 
$ 682.921.559 m|n. 

Then comes the group "Loans and Building", constituted by joim 
stock companies which effect mortgage loans on real estate and for 
building, the capital of such companies, at issue price, being 
$ 520.427.136 m|n. 

Another important group is that of the insurance companies. The 
share capital of the 71 companies inscribed in the general commercial 
register and which figure in these statistics, was, at issue price 
$ 296.903.282 m|n. 

Tramways also figure with an important capital, the amount at 
issue price being $ 232.795.455 m|n. 

Following in order of importance come joint stock companies 
engaged in rural activities (agricultural and pastoral), with a capital 
of $ 147.353. 550 m|n; electric and gas companies, $ 100.786.368; 
meat-freezing companies ("frigorificos")*, $ 81.244.041; companies

As is seen from the foregoing table, the most important group 
is that comprising "alimentation", with a capital of $ 576.000.000 m|n 
or say, 27 per cent of the whole capital. Next comes "clothing and toilet" 
with $ 392.000.000 m|n (18 %), and next in order of importance, 
"consignees, brokers and auctioneers", with $ 183.545.000 m|n, and 
"construction and annexed trades" with $ 175.687.000 m|n. 

The principal branches of commerce which the groups mentioned 
in the preceding table comprise are the following: 

I. Alimentation : Wholesale and retail groceries ; hotels, restaurants 
and inns; wine and spirit stores; butcher shops and "fiambrerias" 
(shops for sale of cold cooked meats) ; cafes, breweries, bars, "confi- 
terias"; dairies, cheesemongers; coffee, tea and bread retailers, etc., etc. 

II. Clothing and toilet: Wholesale textile, yarn and mercery esta- 
blishments; retail draperies and merceries; tailoring establishments; 
dressmakers; shoe-sellers, barber shops and perfumeries; hats and em- 
broidery, etc.

Number of Persons employed 

According to the census of 1914, there were 318.773 commercial 
employees in the whole of the Republic, of whom 148.784 were Ar- 
gentine and 169.989 foreign. 

Of the Argentines, 102.552 were men, 29.368, women and 16.864 
children. Of the foreigners there 144.905 men, 21.501 women and 
3.583 children. 

Taking the whole number of commercial employees in general, 83 
per cent are found to be male and 17 per cent female.

The livestock figures of the National census of 1914 are generally 
considered to be defective. 

The opinion is generally held that the stock of animals is much 
greater than the total shown in the Census, this conjecture being based 
upon the well-founded presumption that owners of livestock understa- 
ted the number of their animals in making their declarations, for fear 
that a knowledge of their real stock would mean increased taxation. 

This uncertainty as to the accuracy of the figures has brought about 
a realization of the necessity of ascertaining the true quantity of livestock 
in the Republic with precision, particularly in view of the increase in 
the exportation of meat. In consequence a new livestock census has 
been proposed, the projected law having been forwarded to Congress 
by the Executive Power of the Nation in the month of September 1919.

CONSUMPTION AND APPROXIMATE VALUE OP FOODSTUFFS 
THROUGHOUT THE REPUBLIC (i) 

In a recent study regarding alimentation in the Republic, the Di- 
rector of National Statistics arrives at the conclusion that notwith- 
standing the privations which the universal phenomenon of rise in pri- 
ces have imposed upon many people in Argentina during the period 
when salaries were not adjusted to cost of living, this is one of the 
countries which has enjoyed and which continues to enjoy the most 
abundant and the best distributed food supply. 

Its 8.000.000 inhabitants spend about 1.800 million pesos national 
currency per annum on foodstuffs. These in order of importance, ac- 
cording to value are: bread, meat (including animal fat), wine, sugar 
(directly, and in sweetmeats, paste, etc.), tobacco (generally classified 
as an "article of alimentation"), milk, "verba", beer, etc. 

In the following table are given the quantities and the prices for 
the first six months of 1919, and the respective values:

Dividing the quantities and values of the articles consumed du- 
ring the year, by the 8.400.000 inhabitants, we obtain averages which, 
although apparently arbitrary, serve to enable comparison to be made 
with those of other countries arrived at by the same procedure, as also 
with our own data at different epochs. 

In this manner we obtain the table, which follows (average per 
inhabitant and per annum) which shows us that the value of foodstuffs 
consumed (including tobacco, wine and beer) "per capita" is $ 217 m|n 
per annum. 

It will also be noted that the consumption of meat figures at 90 
kilos per annum (including lard and bone) which signifies that in less 
than 20 years the consumption of meat in Argentina has diminished by 
one half. It continues nevertheless to be one of the countries with the 
highest index number with respect to so important an article of food.

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Tax laws and rates 

Alcohol. — Law N.° 2774, came into force 1st April 1891, $ 0,07 
per litre below 36 Cartier and $ 0,005 for each degree in excess. — 
Law N? 2924, came into force 1st January 1893, $ 0,20 per litre below 
95 % centisimales and $ 0,0025 for every degree in excess. — Law N.° 
3057, came into force 1st January 1894, $ 0,20 per litre in general. — 
Law N.° 3221, came into force, 1st January 1895, $ 0,13 per litre in 
general, and for spirits of wine, $ 0,10 for that below 55 G. L. and 
$ 0,15 when over 55 . — Law N.° 3347, came into force 1st January 
1896, $ 0,30 per litre in general, and for spirits of wine $ 0,15 for that 
below 55 G. L* and $ 0,30 when over 55 . — Law N.° 3469, came into 
force 27th January 1897, $ 0,35 per litre in general, and $ 0,15 for 
Spirits of wine below 55 G. L. and $ 0,35 when over 55 . — Law 
N.* 3652, came into force 13th November 1897, $ 0,60 per litre in 
general, and $ 0,25 for spirits of wine below 55* G. L., and $ 0,50 
when over 55°. — Law N.* 3698 came into force 23rd August 1898, 
$ i,oo per litre in general. — Law N.° 3761, came into force 1st January 
1899, $ 1,00 per litre in general, and $ 0,30 for spirits of wine below 
55* G. L., and $ 1.00 when over 55°, denaturalized, $ 0,10; gin, $ 0,50, 
when not exceeding 50 , and $1.00 when over 50°. — Law N? 4289 of 6th 
February 1904, exempts from tax denaturalized alcohol of national pro- 
duction when intended to be utilised for heating, lighting, motive power 
and in varnishes, and it imposed the proportional rate of $ 0,65 per 
litre of 96° on every alcoholic preparation. — Law N.° 9647 in force 
since 17th February 1915, modifies the tax on alcohol denaturalized 
for perfumes, imposing the rate of $ 0,50 per litre of alcohol of 95° 
employed, and it imposes upon alcoholic preparations the tax of $ 0,01 
per degree or fraction thereof, in bulk. — Law N.° 10.224 published on 
5th March 1917 declares imported Vermouths to be subject to the tax 
on alcohol established by Law 3764 (art. 4). — Law N.° 10.228 of 28th 
February 1917 imposes upon alcohol utilised in the preparation of na- 
tional or imported perfumes a tax of $ 1. 00 per litre. The same law 
exempts from taxes alcohol to be utilised in the Universities and hos- 
pitals. 

Matches. — Law N.° 2774, came into force on 1st April 1891, 
$ 0,01 per box containing up to 6 dozen matches, or fraction of that 
number. — Law N.° 2924, came into force on 1st January 1893, $ 0,01 
per box containing up to 6 dozen, or fraction of that number, for wax 
matches, and $ 0,005 for every six dozen wooden matches. — Law N. # 
3221, came into force 1st January 1895, $ 0,01 per box of 7 dozen, or 
fraction thereof for wax matches and $ 0,005 f° r wooden matches. — 
Law N.° 3884 of 18th December 1899 taxed every box of matches contain- 
ing not more than 7 dozen, $ 0,01 and those containing more, at the rate 
of $ 0,01 for every dozen ; wooden matches, whether of National ma- 
nufacture or imported, y 2 a cent for each box, not containing more 
than 7 dozen. — Law N.° 9647 modified Law N.* 3884 as follows: wax 
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matches — for every packet containing up to 25 — $ 0,005, an d * or 
larger packets, the same tax for every additional twenty five or fraction 
thereof. Wooden, cardboard, paper, etc., matches, $ 0,005 for every 
50 matches or fraction of that number. 

BEER- — Law N.° 2774, came into force 1st April 1891, $ 0,05 per li- 
tre of "doble" (double extract) and $ 0,02 single extract. — Law N. # 2856, 
came into force 1st January 1892, $ 0,03 per litre of double extract 
and $ 0,01 for single extract. — Law N.° 2924, came into force 1st Janua- 
ry 1893, $ 0,05 per litre for double extract and $ 0,02 for single extract. 
— Law N.° 3057, came into force 1st January 1894, $ 0,03 per litre for 
double extract and $ 0,01 for single extract. — Law N.° 3221 came into 
force 1st January 1895, $ 0,03 per litre, on both double and single ex- 
tract. — Law N.° 3469, came into force 27th January 1897, $ 0,05 per 
litre, on both double and single extract. — Law N.° 3745, came into force 
1st January 1899, $ 0,05 per litre, in casks; $ 0,035 per bottle of more 
than 40 centilitres, and $ 0,02 per bottle of less than 40 centilitres. — 
Law N.° 3884, came into force 1st January 1900, $ 0,05 per litre, in 
casks; $ 0,05 per bottle of more than 70 centilitres, $ 0,03 per bottle 
of more than 60 centilitres and $ 0,02 per bottle of less than 41 centili- 
tres. — Law N.° 10.350 modifies Law N.° 3884, reducing the tax as 
follows : per litre in casks, to $ 0,04 ; per bottle of less than 41 centili- 
tres, $ 0,015; bottles containing from 41 to 60 centilitres, $ 0,02; bottles 
containing 61 to 70 centilitres, $ 0,025; bottles containing more than 
70 centilitres, up to 1 litre, $ 0,04. 

Companies and Banks. — Law N.° 2774, came into force 1st 
April 1891, private banks, 10 per cent on profits, joint stock companies 
whose capital is not radicated in the country, 7 %. — The tax on joint 
stock companies was suppressed on 1st January 1893, in terms of Law 
2924, but not that on banks. — Law N.° 3057, came into force 1st Janua- 
ry 1894, banks, with the exception of official banks and those governed 
by Law N.° 2216, 50 per cent of the license. — The tax on banks was 
suppressed on 1st January 1896, by Law N.° 3347. — The annual yield 
of this tax can be calculated at $ 332.000 m|n. 

Alcohouc liquors. — Law N.° 2856, came into force 1st Ja- 
nuary 1892, $ 0,10 per litre. — Tax suppressed on 1st January 1893, in 
terms of Law N.° 2924. — Law N.° 9470, in force since 20th April 1914, 
taxes alcoholic beverages as follows: 1st Category,, from io° to 24° and 
fraction, in bottles containing up to 50 centilitres, $ 0,05, and 51 centi- 
litres to 1 litre, $ 0,10; 2nd Category, from 25 to 39 and fraction, in 
bottles containing up to 50 centilitres, $ 0,10, and from 51 centilitres to 
1 litre, $ 0,20; 3rd Category, from 40 to 65 per bottle up to 50 centi- 
litres, $ 0,15, and 51 centilitres to 1 litre, $ 0,30. For grades above 65\ 
$ 0,50 and $ 1. 00 respectively. — Absinthe in bottles of up to 50 
centilitres, $ 0,50, and 51 centilitres to 1 litre, $ 1.00. — Law N.° 9647 
in force since 17th February 191 5, modifies the previous Law as follows: 
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ist Category, in bottles, $ 0,07 and $ 0,14 respectively; 2nd Category, 
in bottles, $ 0,14 and 0,28 respectively; 3rd Category, in bottles, $ 0,21 
and $ 0,42 respectively; 4th Category in bottles, above 65°, $ 0,70 and 
$ 1.40 respectively; 5th Category, in bottles, absinthe, $ 070 and $ 1.40 
respectively. — Law N.° 10,359 which came into force on ist February 
1918 (Ministerial Resolution of 28th February 1919. Dossier 1038 — 
C — 1918 of the Ministry of Finance) modifies the preceding Law as 
follows: ist Category, in bottles $ 0,10 and $ 0,20 respectively; 2nd 
Category, in bottles, $ 0,20 and $ 040 respectively; 3rd Category, in 
bottles, $ 0,30 and $ 0,64 respectively; 4th Category, in bottles, above 
65 , $1.00 and $ 2.00 respectively; 5th Category, in bottles, absinthe, 
$ 3.00 and $ 6.00 respectively. 

Wines. — Artificial wines. — Law N.° 3057, came into force ist 
January 1894, $ 0,10 per litre. — Law N.° 3347, came into force ist 
January 1896, $ 0,12 per litre of artificial beverage, $ 0,04 blended wine 
$ 0,07 watered wine, and $ 0,02 raisin wine. — Law N? 3469, came into 
force 27th January 1897, $ 0,12 per litre of artificial beverage, $ 0,06 
blended wine, and Petiot, $ 0,01 per degree exceeding 16 of alcoholized 
wine, $ 0,07 watered wine, and $ 0,02 raisin wine. — Law N? 3681, 
came into force ist January 1898, $ 0,02 per litre of raisin wine, 
$ 0,06, Petiot wine, $ 0,07 manipulated or watered wine, $ 0,12 artificial 
beverage, and $ 0,01 for every extra degree of alcoholized wine. 

Natural wines. — Law N.* 5760, came into force 23rd August 
1898, $ 0,04 per litre in general. — Law N? 3745, came into force ist Ja- 
nuary 1899, $ 0,02 per litre in general. — This law comprises artificial 
wines as follows: $ 0,04 per litre of raisin wine, $ 0,08, Petiot wine, 
$ 0,09 manipulated wine, and $ 0,14 artificial beverage. — The tax on 
natural wine was suppressed on ist January 1904, and was agaia 
imposed by Law N.° 9647 of February 17th 1915. — Law N.° 9647 
imposes the tax of $ 0,0025 per litre. 

Playing cards. — Law N.° 2856, came into force ist January 
1891, $ 20.00 per gross. Suppressed on ist January 1893, by Law N. # 
2924. — Law N.° 3057, came into force ist January 1894, $ 20.00 per 
gross. — Law N.° 3221, came into force ist January 1895, $ 20.00 per 
gross. — Law N.° 3347, came into force ist January 1896, $ 20 per 
gross. — Law N.° 3745, came into force ist January 1899, $ 40.00 per 
gross for imported and $20.00 per gross of packs of National manufac- 
ture. — Law N.° 9647 modifies the preceding law, taxing imported 
cards at $ 0,40, and cards of National manufacture at $ 0,20 per pack. 
— Law N? 10359, modifies the impost, taxing cards sold at up to $ 1.00, 
$ 0,30 per pack, and those sold at over $ 1.00, $ 0,60 per pack. 

Tobacco. — Law N.° 3247, came into force ist September 1895. 
It was this Law which incorporated tobacco into the system of taxa- 
tion. It established the following charges : Cigarettes : Packets retailed at : 
from $ 0,01 to $ 0,09, tax, $ 0,01 ; from $ 0,10 to $ 0,19, $ 0,03; from 
$ 0,20 to $ 0,29, $ 0,05; from $ 0,30 to $ 0,49, $ 0,07; from $ 0,50 
to $ 0,59, 0,10; from $ 0,60 to $ 0,79, $ 0,15; from $ °^ iti |0 d $ y (^O

tax of $ 0,05 for every extra 20 centavos of price. — Cigars. Cigars 
retailed at: per packet of five cigars, one to four centavos, to pay

pay one quarter of a centavo; every cigar selling at from five to nine 
centavos, to pay $ 0,01 ; from $ 0,10 to $ 0,14, $ 0,025 ; $ 0,15 to $ 0,19, 
$ 0,04; $ 0,20 to $ 0,24, $ 0,05; $ 0,25 to $ 0,29, $ 0,06; $ 0,30 to 
$ 0,39, $ 0,08; $ 0,40 to $ 0,49, $ 0,10; $ 0,50 to $ 0.69, $ 0,15; $ 0,70 
to $ 1.00, $ 0,20.

$ 0,60, $i.oo and $ 1.20. Suppressed on 1st January 1900. 

Oils. — Law N. # 3699 came into force 23rd August 1898, $ 0,05 
per kilo, in general. Suppressed on 1st January 1900. 

Specifics. — Law N.° 4039, sanctioned 23rd December 1901, 
$ 0,05 per flask or box. By Decree of October 27th 1904 the Admi- 
nistration of Inland Revenue was entrusted with the collection of 
this tax as from 1st November 1904. — Law N.° 6789 amplified the 
list of the products liable to the tax. — Law N? 8930 modified Law N? 
4039 as regards medicinal specifics and perfumes, fixing a tax in pro- 
portion to the selling price of the articles as follows: Medicinal spe- 
cialities: retailed at up to $ 0,41, tax $ 0,01; $ 0,41 to $ 2.00, 
$ 0,05; over $ 2.00, $ 0,10. Perfumes: retailed at up to $ 1.00, tax 
$ 0,05; $ 1.00 to $ 2.00, $ 0,12; $ 2.00 to $ 3.00, $ 0,21; $ 3.00 
to $ 4.00, $ 0,32 ; $ 4.00 to $ 5.00, $ 045. Those selling at over $ 5.00, 
$ 0,15 for each extra $ 1.00, proportionate. — Law N? 9469 modified 
tit frccecirg law N. # 8930 as follows: medicinaj specifics, per 
packet $ 0,10, natural mineral waters, per bottle, $ 0,05; artificial mi- 
neral waters, per bottle, $ 0,10, mineral waters of either class, in larger 
receptacles, $ 0,10 per litre, veterinary specialties up to 100 kilogram- 
mes per packet, $ 0,05. Toilet requisites: Oils, cosmetics, powders 
and pastes, per unit, $ 0,15; pomades, soaps, essences and vinegar for 
toilet, brilliantine, scented paper and sachets, $ 0,20, rouge, and salts 
for the bath, $ 0,25, scent extracts and hair-dyes, $ 0,50. All products the 
selling price of which is below $ 0,41 per unit, and sarnifugos and 
garrapaticidas, (specifics for treatment of itch and vermin in livestock) 
exempted from taxation. — I^aw N.° 10360 amplifies the list of the 
products liable to tax: reduces to $ 0,05 per litre the tax on natural 
mineral waters retailed in large receptacles; levies $ 0,05 per unit on 
products the selling price of which is less than $ 046, mineral waters 
excepted, and one of $ 0,01 on soap the selling price of which does 
not exceed $ 0,21 . 

Discounts. — Law N? 10224 published on 5th March 1917 sup- 
presses the tax on discounts.

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CHAPTER XII. — PART V 

ECONOMIC LAWS 

SUMMARY 

Synopsis of the laws relating to the Bank of the Nation ("Banco de 
la Naci6n Argentina") and to our currency and fiduciary circulation. 

THE BANK OF THE NATION 

(Banco de la Nation Argentina) 

The Bank of the Argentine Nation was created by Law N? 2841 
of 15th October 1891. It succeeded, as the State Bank, the "Banco Na- 
tional" which, by the same law, was declared to be in liquidation — a 
victim of the grave crisis of the year 1890. 

Its founder was the then President of the Republic, Dr. Carlos 
Pellegrini . 

According to its primitive charter, it was to have been a bank of 
issue, formed with private capital. It was inaugurated on 1st December 
1891 with a capital of $ 50.000.000 paper, constituted provisionally by 
a loan of notes issued by the Government through the intermediary of 
the "Caja de Conversion". This loan was to have been cancelled gra- 
dually, out of the proceeds of the shares of the bank, offered to public 
subscription by the "Caja de Conversion". 

The failure of the subscription resulted in the working of the 
bank not conforming to the terms of the law, a situation which was 
definitely regularised by law N? 4507 of 30th September 1904 which 
reformed the Bank's charter and legalised its working as an official 
bank of deposits and discounts, with a capital of $ 50.000.000 paper 
provided by the Government, its power to issue notes (a power it had 
not as yet exercised) being cancelled. 

According to the reformed charter, the Nation became directly res- 
ponsible for the deposits and operations of the Bank (Article 10) . 

The Bank is obliged to hold cash representing at least 25 per cent 
of the total of its deposits. (Article 11). 

The Bank may not lend money to any public power or municipality 
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other than the National Government, whose credit with the Bank must 
not exceed 20 per cent of the capital of the Bank. (Article 12) . 

The Bank can re-discount bills of the portfolios of other banks 
and employ up to 20 per cent of its funds in bonds of the public 
national debt acquired on the market, but it cannot take public loans 
for its own account (Article 14). 

Half of the net profits of the Bank are applied to increase of its 
capital and the other half, converted into gold, to Reserve Fund. (Ar- 
ticle 20) . 

In 1907, by virtue of laws Nos. 5129 and 5681, the National Go- 
vernment increased the capital of the Bank by $ 50.000.000 paper. 

According to its balance as at 31st December 1919, the capital of 
the Bank at that date was $ 138.550.600 national paper currency and 
its reserve fund amounted to $ 19.207.671 gold. 

The Board of the Bank consists of a President and six Directors 
appointed by the National Executive, with the assent of the Senate, 
for periods of four years. The Board has full administrative autonomy. 

During its 28 years existence the Bank has constantly expanded 
its operations and it is today the most important banking institution in 
the country. The following figures indicate the growth and the mag- 
nitude of its operations. (In $ national paper currency).

At 31st December, 1919 the Bank of the Argentine Nation had 
throughout the Republic 156 branches and 25 agencies. 

Its position in our banking world is preeminent and its action cons- 
titutes one of the most powerful factors in the economic progress of 
the country. 

CURRENCY AND CIRCULATION 

The monetary system of the Argentine Republic is based on Law 
N? 1 130 of 5th November 1881 which adopted as the monetary unit 
the gold peso of 1.6129 grammes of the standard of 900 thousandths 
of fine gold, or the silver peso of 25 grammes, of the standard of 900 
thotwndths of fine silver. In accordance with this law, "Argentinos" 
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and half-"Argentinos" of 5 and 2 }/£ gold pesos are coined, being 
equivalent precisely to 25 and to 12 J£ francs respectively. 

Although the law has adopted the gold or silver peso as the mo- 
netary unit, it is not bimetallic: rather, it has adopted the gold stan- 
dard as the basis of the monetary system, since it limits the minting of 
silver coin to 4 pesos per inhabitant (Article 4). Since inconvertibility 
has prevailed, no coins other than nickel, — fractions of one peso — have 
been minted in the Republic. 

The Republic has at all times used only the fiduciary paper mo- 
ney, a custom which has not been altered by the above^cited Law 
N? 1 130. The old Bank of the Province of Buenos Aires and the "Ban- 
co Nacional" were the principal issuing institutions until, in 1887, the 
system of National Guranteed Banks came into being, leading rapidly 
to the crisis of 1890 and with it, to inconvertibility and the deprecia- 
tion of the fiduciary money issued. In order to regularize this disas- 
trous state of affairs there was created by Law N.° 2741 of 7th Octo- 
ber 1890, the "Caja de Conversion" whose function it was to assume 
charge of all operations relative to the issue, conversion or amortiza- 
tion of the paper money. 

Notwithstanding, fluctuations in the value of the money in cir- 
culation, that is to say, its speculative variations in relation to gold, 
continued until they were arrested by the efficacious operation of the 
ordinances of Law N? 3871 of 4th November 1899 called the "Ley de 
Conversion". (Conversion Law), originated by Don Ernesto Tornquist, 
the founder of our House (who died in 1908). This law has been trans- 
cendental in its effects both upon our monetary system and upon our 
national economy. It established that the Nation should convert the 
whole of the then existing fiduciary issue of $ 293,018,258,44 legal ten- 
der into national gold currency at the rate one legal tender peso for 
44 cents gold; that the date for the conversion should be fixed in due 
course, after the formation by the Government of a gold reserve styled 
the "Fondo de Conversion" (Conversion Fund), to be deposited in the 
Bank of the Nation. 

The same law authorised the "Caja de Conversion" to issue and de- 
liver to whosoever demanded it, legal tender notes for gold coin in the 
proportion of one paper peso for 44 cents gold, and to deliver the 
gold it thus received in exchange for paper money, at the same rate of 
exchange. 

These simple ordinances were destined to give to our fiduciary- 
currency the stability which it had lacked for so many years. 

In consequence of this law, gold poured into the "Caja de Conver- 
sion" in quantities which far surpassed the most optimistic anticipa- 
tions. The monetary circulation (legal tender) increased correlatively, 
business increased in an unlooked-for degree and the economic

development of the country presented the notable progress which has 
attracted the attention of the whole world. 

Large quantities of gold have also been deposited at the Argentine 
Legations (London, Paris, Rome, Washington, etc.), by virtue of 
Law No. 9480 of 9th August 1914, for account of the "Caja de Con- 
version" against corresponding issues of notes in the country. This 
facility was accorded to commerce and the Banks in view of the 
difficulties in the way of transporting gold owing to the War, against 
payment of a charge of J4 % for cost of freight, insurance, etc. The 
benefits of this law were suspended temporarily by Decree of 13 May 
1916. By Decree of 19 January 1918, the Government again permitted 
deposits of gold at Argentine Legations, but it raised the charge for 
expenses to 3 per cent. 

The Conversion Fund created by the Government and deposited 
in the Bank of the Nation amounts at the present time to 30 million 
gold pesos. By virtue of Laws Nos. 9479 and 10.251, the Bank has 
converted and mobilised 20 millions of this Fund, and it is authorised 
to do likewise with the remaining 10 millions.

(1) As the result of gold transfers effected by the Government, nearly the whole 
of this sum was held at Washington on 31st December, 1919. 
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Such an enormous gold reserve has created a state of conversion 
"de facto", which permits it to be said that the Argentine currency has 
become perfectly sound, even although, due to the insufficiency of the 
"Conversion Fund", the issues made prior to the conversion law cannot 
yet be converted. The legal tender notes are practically speaking. 
the only means of making payments in use in the Republic, and their 
representative value has been invariably, ever since the year 1903, 44 
cents gold for one paper peso. 

In terms of the emergency law No. 9481, dictated on 9th August 
1914, on the occasion of the European War, the obligation of the "Caja 
de Conversion" to deliver gold in exchange for notes was suspended 
temporarily, and by law No. 9483, the exportation of gold was prohib- 
ited. These measures, which are still in force, have had no influence 
whatever on our public as regards the acceptance of the paper money 
note at its legal value. 

Laws Nos. 9479 and 9577 of 9th August and 8th October 191 4 
respectively, provide that the "Caja de Conversion", subject to autho- 
rization of the Executive Power, may issue and deliver to the Bank ot 
the Nation, at its request, legal tender notes in exchange for commercial 
bills of its (the Bank's) own portfolio, or those which it may have 
rediscounted for other Banks established in Argentina, always provided 
that the gold guarantee of the fiduciary circulation does not fall below 
40 per cent. Up to now (January 1920) the authorization conferred 
by these laws has not been made use of.

In the study referred to, the author of the preceding Balance of 
Payments calls attention to some of the Debit items, the nature of 
which indicates the excellent economic situation of the country, which 
has enabled it to make loans to foreign Governments, to pay off 
important debts, repatriate public funds and increase the stock of gold 
in the country. 

Amongst these items, there figures in first place that of "Loans 
to the Governments of France and Great Britain", with gold 
$ 177.300.000. — It is desirable to recall, that in accordance with 
the financial convention entered into on 14th January 19 18 between 
our Government and those of France and Great Britain to facilitate 
the sale of our produce for export, our Government, through the 
intermediary of the Bank of the Nation, made loans to those Govern- 
ments to a value of 200 million gold pesos. 

The Bank of the Nation was able to carry out these operations 
without any great effort and almost exclusively out of its own funds, 
as the participation of the private banks was relatively insignificant. 
This fact shows the financial potentiality of our State Bank, and in 
consequence, that of the country. 
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By reason of partial repayments, these loans were reduced by 
the end of September 1918 to the figure of gold $ 177.300.000 above 
mentioned. It is evident that had the whole amount of the loans been 
repaid by the date mentioned, that is to say, during the economic year, 
the debit balance of the Balance of Payments of gold $ 160.192.900 
would have become converted into a credit balance of gold 
$ 17. 107. 100. —

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APPENDIX 

ERNESTO TORNQUIST & Co., Limited, BUENOS AIRES 
ARGENTINE REPUBLIC (i) 

The oldest and most renowned banking institution in Latin Ame- 
rica is the firm of Ernesto Tornquist & C.°, Limited, of Buenos Aires, 
capital of the Argentine Republic. 

Its origin must be looked for as far back as the year 1830, but 
it was only under the able direction of the late Mr. Ernesto Tornquist, 
whose name the firm has borne since the year 1874, that its operations 
began to acquire the magnitude which is to-day the firm's principal 
characteristic. 

In fact, the companies which the firm has organized embrace many 
and most important branches of commerce and industry of the Argen- 
tine Republic which, during the last years, has attracted to itself 
such attention through its marvellous progress, of which the late Mr. Er- 
nesto Tornquist was one of the most active and enthusiastic pioneers. 

Endowed with uncommon intelligence, energetic and indefatigable 
in the prosecution of his designs, this skilful business man and expert 
financier succeeded in raising his firm from a relatively modest be- 
ginning to the important position it now occupies as a great managing 
center of many great and prosperous enterprises. 

The late Mr. Tornquist also took an active part in solving questions 
of transcendental importance to this country. In 1891, during the pre- 
sidency of Dr. Carlos Pellegrini, who was an intimate friend of the 
late Mr. Tornquist, the Argentine Government, acting upon Mr. 
Tornquist's advice, founded the Banco de la Nacion Argentina, Mr

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Tornquist drew up the charter of this institution which has now become 
one of the strongest banking concerns in the world, as the following 
figures show : Capital, $ 128.000.000 — paper (gold $ 56.320.000) ; Re- 
serves, gold $ 14.565.400; Deposits, gold $ 2.100.000 and $ 689.900.000 
paper (gold $ 3°3-556.ooo), totalling, gold $ 305.656.000 (1). 

As a credit institution the Banco de la Nacion Argentina has been 
extremely efficient in the economic development of the country. In 
1899 the late Mr. Tornquist planned the law which solved the Argen- 
tine monetary problem, and did away with speculation that people in- 
dulged in, based on the variation of the value of the fiduciary curren- 
cy, by fixing at 44 cents gold the maximum value of the paper dollar. 
This rate has since experienced no practical alteration, and to-day the 
gold which has been flowing into the "Caja de Conversion" in virtue 
of the above mentioned law and as a guarantee of the paper currency 
issued thereagainst at the fixed rate of 44 cents gold, has reached the 
important sum of 316.800.000 gold dollars. 

This law, which gave the Argentine Republic a stable currency is 
considered to-day one of the fundamental causes of the country's great 
prosperity, and the name of its initiator, the late Mr. Ernesto Tornquist, 
will remain permanently attached to it. 

His premature death, which occurred in 1908, was considered a 
great loss to the Argentine Republic, where the late Mr. Tornquist 
was regarded as one of the most eminent men of his time and a great 
authority on financial and economic matters. 

Incorporation of the firm 

In 1899 the old commercial firm Ernesto Tornquist & C*, was
